S a n t a B a r b a r a , July 20, 1SS0. 
Santa Barbara ought to bear the name of 
Santa Rosa, or 6ome other apotheosized 
flower. 
So beautiful are the blossoms, so 
rich the perfumes on every side, that 
neither Barbara nor any other merely hu­ 
man saint can suitably give her name to a 
spot so fragraut. 
And the setting is 
worthy of the gem. 
Around the town—a 
city, iu fact—rise tiers of purple crested 
hills with rich, brown hollows, and bee­ 
tling cliffs, now shining under the splendor 
of a semi-tropical sun—again with a gauzy 
scarf of mist thrown lightly across their 
shining heights, 
“ half-concealing, half- 
revealing” the beauties beyond. 
<>u one 
of the low hills—a mile, perhaps, be­ 
yond 
the 
town — the 
old 
Spanish 
padres, a hundred years ago, w ith wonted 
wisdom of 
selection, established 
their 
mission, and there to-day 


VESPER AND MATIN 
Cali to prayer the few bare-foot Francis­ 
can "friars who still keep watch and ward 
over their remnants of former power and 
mourn the rapid march of hated “ modern 
civilization,” which is swiftly sweeping 
away 
their 
cherished strongholds. 
I 
stopped one day to visit the old adobe Mis­ 
sion Church, and, as I drove up, a low­ 
browed, ruddy-faced monk, standing on 
the veranda, waved his hand in priestly 
benediction. 
His face was anything but 
spirituelle, and, although his order is of the 
“ strictest sect of the Pharisees,” I could 
not help wondering if the life embodied in 
that gross form was really given up to fast­ 
ing, prayer aud mortification. 
The church 
itselt is iotig aud low, with a certain restful 
calm brooding in 
the “ dim, religious 
light.” 
On one side of the entrance, mel- 
Jow w ith age, hangs a grotesque picture of 
Purgatory, while just opposite shine the 
lurid flames of the Inferno itself, in which 
w rithing victims are seen iu all stages of 
torture for their ill-spent lives. 
Alas ! 
w hat perils man has gathered around the 
heavenly gate ! 
Would he be induced to 
leave the way simply “straightaud narrow;” 
but, beset by such perils, “ who shall enter 
in thereat ? ” 


t h e BF..vcn. 
A tine crescent-shaped beach stretches 
its inviting length along the front of the 
town, broken towards the south by a 
picturesque elevation, significantly bap­ 
tized, Castle Rock. Seaward is a lovely view 
of sw elling wave and foamy breaker, ter­ 
minated in the distance by the blue hightsof 
the islands, Santa Rosa, Santa Cruz and San 
Miguel, which serve to break off severe 
winds, leaving a peaceful harbor. 
The beach is delightful for rambling, 
bathing or louuging in the warm sand, and 
also rich for the naturalist in sea-inosses of 
all the delicate hues and exquisite tracery' of 
the mermaid’s lace-works. 
Of the many 
beautiful resorts of California, Santa Bar­ 
bara is probably most widely know'u as a 
sanitariau. 
Its reputation as a winter re­ 
sort for consumptives almost rivals th at of 
the famous Mentoue, on the Mediter- 
rauean. 
The w inter climate is said to he 
warm, equable but not debilitating, and 
the Ll 'cemher steamers arrive laden w ith a 
sad freightage of health-seekcrs. 
Many 
are so pleased with the results of life here 
th at the place becomes a perm anent home, 


BITT IT IS THE SUMMER 
R ather than the w inter aspect which in­ 
terests Californians, and to me its summer 
attractions exceed those of any other sea­ 
side resort, especially in point of climate. 
During the present season, for instance, 
while Monterey and Santa Cruz have had 
touches of a semi-Arctic rigor, Santa B ar­ 
bara, though sharing its quota of the uni­ 
versal fog, lias shivered under no such de­ 
pressing chill, while in ordinary seasons 
verandas and hammocks arc the natural 
habitat 
of 
the deu’zens. 
(“ Ordinary 
seasons,” did I say? 
I have never known 
an “ ordinary ” season anywhere in Cali­ 
fornia. 
They are all “ unusual.”) 
The 
beach is pleasant almost every day, while 
the mesa, overlooking the town, and the 
kills offer numberless charming drives. 
Montecita valley, seen from the hights 
above, shines in its harvest garniture, 
like a golden bit of the “ promised land.” 
Mission canyon is full of lovely sylvan 
nooks and tiqkling waterfalls. 
Sycamore 
canyon has a lino of trees along its little 
brook which would set au artist or au ar­ 
boriculturist wild. 
All around are splen­ 
did ranches w ith gleaming orange and 
dusky olive gryves. 
A t the sound of the 
carriage coveys of quail rise a t the side of 
the road, and the mountains are stocked 
with game to delight the heart of a Nim­ 
rod. 
THE SANTA BARBARIANS 
Are genial, intelligent and 
hospitable» 
They “ take the stranger in ” according to 
the scriptural signification. 
For days after 
■ arrival we found at our breakfast- 
plate lovely bouquets of fresh flowers, the 
gifts of thoughtful residents, and. wc shall 
leave bearing the grateful burden of many 
gracious attentions. 
I cannot imagine a nicer excursion for a 
party of congenial .Sacramentaos, than 
taking the steamer at San Francisco for 
Santa Barbara, spending a few days here 
for the heach, drives and sails ; then to the 
H ot Sulphur Springs, a most romantic 
canyon in the mountains, about five miles 
distaut. 
There the air is like elixir, tho 
w ater as healing as it is odorous, and the 
baths of just the right tem perature. 
Then 
return steamer to Monterey and Santa 
Cruz, and a stop there also for a few days ; 
then home again. 
One could enjoy enough 
beautiful scenery to freshen the daily toil, 
the wear and tear of life, for the year to 
come. 
, 
TO THE ART-LOVER—- 
And who does not at least profess to be 
that now ?—there are great attractions here 
in the studios of Mr. Ford, a landscape 
painter, and Mr. Reed, one of the best, if 
not the best, flower and fruit painter on the 
coast. 
Mr. Ford has just returned from a 
long camping tour in Southern California, 
devoted to sketching the old adobe Mis­ 
sions, and comes laden with artistic treas­ 
ures. 
I visited his studio yesterday, when 
he displayed his forest and marine views. 
They are works of a genuine artist. 
Such 
beauty of outline, and richness and depth 
of coloring ! 
Such grand sea-views, lovely 
hits of woodland, and wild mountain can­ 
yons. California ought to be proud of him. 
Three large ones ordered by Colonel Hol­ 
lister have just been returned from Chi­ 
cago, where the owner allowed them to he 
exiiibited, to the delight of art-lovers. 
But I must stop ; not for want of mate­ 
rial, for the half of Santa Barbara’s beau­ 
ties has not been told, but because, as a 
friend of mine gravely remarks after he 
has managed to deal the cards in eucher 
three times, “ there is a limit to all things,” 
even a letter. 
We spent some weeks at 
the Hot Sprngs ; had a delightful and 
amusing time, of which I may send a few 
notes to the R ecokd-Union, should time 
permit. 
It was a sort of camping expedi­ 
tion, and I really feel anxious to tell you 
what I know about cooking, as I seem to 
have some original ideas on that vital sub­ 
ject, and since tasting my dishes is now 
an impossibility, perhaps an account of 
-them might interest good housekeepers, or 


even the general public. 
Now, as Joe 
Jefferson says so often in “ Rip Van 
W inkle,” “ here’s a health to you and 
yours ; may you all live and prosper,” and 
and see Santa Barbara.

Nearly al! the tram ps have disappeared 
along the railroad. 
W hether the hot 
weather or an increasing demand for labor 
has caused them to step traveling is not 
known. 
The various railroads throughout the 
State have burned the grass op c .ch side of 
ti e track, to prevent, as far as possible, 
any fires occurriug from sparks from the 
locomotive. 
So far the damage has been 
hut slight. 
The depravity of this peculiar people ¡3 
almost devilish, says the Salt Lake Tribune. 
But a short time siuce several of the young 
sisters of Zion were united iu the holy 
bonds of matrimony with sons of Afric a 
shore, black as the ace of spades. 
A well-authenticated snake story roachco 
us from the mountains at the head of the 
valley, says the Napa Reyisler. 
A few 
days ago a lady threw a stone at ono of the 
reptiles, four or five feet long, cutting a 
gash in its sido, from which ran forty small 
snakes of lengths varyiug from twelve to 
fourteen inches. 
Fires were burning in the foothills north­ 
east of town during the past week, says the 
Biggs Recorder. 
In the evening the bills 
were one mass of flames, which illuminated 
the country for miles around, and presented 
a grand appearance. 
According to the 
Oroville Mercury a tract of territory two 
miles wide anil ten miles long was burned 
before the fire was checked.

It is said that Mono Lake Í3 alive w ith 
curious auimalculse. 
Some of them are 
fully an inch in length, and when magni­ 
fied by a glass assume the most grotesque 
and horrible shapes. 
One particular kind 
has a savage-looking mouth, fierce black 
eyes and a long downy tail. 
The ir bodies 
seem all mouth, eyes and tail. 
These tiny 
monsters swim always on their back, with 
mouth wide open like a hungry shaik. 
There are many other kinds in the water, 
all looking horrible and repulsive when 
magnified. 
The business men of Gold Hill are com­ 
plaining of the number of mutilated silver 
coius in circulation, says the News.

The Star mine shipped §3,286 on 
19th. 
The gold era began in 1848. 
The silver 
era began in 1861. 
TheOphir mine did not produce a dollar 
in bullion last month. 
A shipment of §5,393 was made from 
the Christy mine on the 21st. 
The Raymond & Ely mine and mills were 
not worked during the month of June. 
The mill of the Stewart mine of Utah 
was not run during the month of June. 
The Black Hawk mine at Bodie has been 
assessed 20e per share, delinquent August 
25th. 
Prospectors coming 
into Bodie 
from 
Luudy speak in high terms of the district, 
and fancy there is millions in it. 
The great gold discoveries were almost 
simultaneous in California and Australia, 
and apprehensions of a fall in the price of 
gold were freely expressed. 
Assessments of 15c on the Leviathan 
mine and 20c per share on the De Frees 
mine were levied yesterday, to become de­ 
linquent August 27 th and 24th respectively. 
We have been shown some very fine 
samples of 
silver-bearing quartz 
from 
Green and Virginia creeks, says the Homer 
M i ¡liny Index. 
Several parties have made 
locations over there. 
The Marysvale district, Utah, is attract­ 
ing miners from Nevada and the north by 
reason of its rich and extensive gold 
ledges. 
The last assay from one of the 
prominent prospects of that district showed 
§12,000 gold. 
According to the Homer Mining Index, 
the Lake View mine, in Lake Cauyou, is 
proving to be a splendid property. 
A tun­ 
nel is being run in upon the ledge, which 
shows fuMy three feet of higli-grads quartz 
in the face. 
About twelve inches of it is 
perfectly alive with fine free gold. 
On Gold Canyon, about three-quarters of 
a mile above Dayton, Nev., is to be seen 
that which is a reminder of 3ome of the old 
mountain camps of California, being two 
companies of Chinese engaged in placer 
mining. 
Otoe of the companies have in op­ 
eration a water-wheel abont ten feet in 
diameter, w’hich run3 a pump that drains 
the mine, while the other party keep the 
water out of their diggings by means of a 
hand pump, the stroke of which is in ac­ 
cordance with the length of the arm of tho 
Chinaman that happens to be running it. 
As to how much the ground is paying per 
man is not known, but the Celestials 
doubtless have a much better thiDg than 
they would have were they “ railroading 
it.”

The National Departm ent of Agriculture. 
I t would seem that there is some faint pros­ 
pect of a waking up at Washington to the 
present inadequate facilities afforded by the 
Government to the Agricultural Department. 
In J anuary last the Committee on Agricult­ 
ure of the House of Representatives called 
Commissioner Le Due before them, and put 
some questions to him which show that the 
members of this committee at least recognize 
the fact that there is some possibility of im­ 
provement in the way of greater faeilitiA for 
the Department. 
These -questions afforded 
the Commissioner an opportunity to lay be­ 
fore Congress and the world a statement of 
the many disadvantages under which the De­ 
partment is laboring, and he embraced the 
opportunity in a manner that enables the 
people to see plainly how utterly the indus­ 
trial interests of the country are neglected by 
the Government. 
The Commissioner siys 
the needs of the Department are many and 
urgent, and he sets them forth in the order 
of their importance. First, the Department 
needs a building in which to carry on the 
limited business its restricted pecuniary as­ 
sistance 
warrants 
it 
in 
undertaking. 
The rooms of the old building are so few and 
so small as greatly to crowd the employes 
and retard the work they haye in hand. For 
instance the room devoted to chemical inves­ 
tigations—to the investigation of questions 
involving the entire science of American ag­ 
riculture—is but twenty feet square, with a 
basement of the same size and a snlall closet. 
This is all the space that the United States— 
a nation occupying the largest and most im­ 
portant agricultural section of the earth—can 
afford for a practical investigation of ques­ 
tions in agricultural chemistry, upon the de­ 
termination of which millions are involved to 
the farmers and to the Government. The 
Commissioner rem arks: “ I t is simply an 
absurdity to think that a fraction of the re­ 
quired work can be done with such a lack of 
conveniences, 
I have already laid out work 
which the chemist informs me will take four 
years to accomplish with his present force.” 
Think of the great agricultural interests of 
the United States waiting four years for a 
single chemist with one or two assistants, in 
a room twenty feet square and with a lab­ 
oratory inadequate for the proper equipment 
of a common country academy, to determine 
whether within all our vast domain sugar 
can b e ' produced successfully and profit­ 
ably 
from 
sorghum, 
when 
upon 
the 
determination of this single question over 
fifty millions of dollars a year to those inter­ 
ests is at stake ! 
The Commissioner Bays : 
“ Any delay in performing some of this work 
and publishing the facts thus and thus only 
to be ascertained is a loss to the country. 
The work is daily accumulating. It comes 
t-o us from every part of the United States 
and her Territories. Its value can haidly be 
overestimated.” 
In Germany the Govern­ 
ment has three laboratories, each costing over 
$3f>0,000, and a full force of trained chemists 
in constant employ for the investigation of 
j rst such questions as are daily being referred 
to our National Agricultural Department. 
In France, too, the Government has all these 
important industrial questions investigated 
and solved and gives the people the benefit of 
them. 
The wisdom of these two Govern­ 
ments and the want of wisdom in our own 
on these subjects is contrasted by the fact 
that in both of those countries sugar íb largely 
produced and exported to the value of mill­ 
ions annually, while the people of the United 
States are annually sending millions out of 
the country to 
pay the 
Germans and 
the French for this same sugar. 
Thus 
these 
scientific 
questions 
are 
allowed 
to linger, while 
enterprise 
and capital 
await their solution and labor goes unem­ 
ployed, and we buy of foreign countries what 
we can and ought to produce at home. Is 
there an intelligent man in the United States 
who does not believe that we have, some­ 
where in our vast country, soil and climate 
as well adapted to the cultivation of sugar a3 
any in France or Germany ? Is there a man 
so stingy that he would not contribute a few 
cents to buy the facilities and pay for a sci­ 
entific investigation of the subject? The 
Commissioner states that “ the people of the 
U nited States have consumed since 1840, 
when gold was first discovered in California, 
eighteen hundred and odd millions of dollars’ 
worth of imported sugar and its allied pro­ 
ducts. 
During the Bame years there have 
been taken from the mines of California and 
other Western States and Territories seven­ 
teen hundred and odd millions of dollars. We 
see, then, that it has taken all, and more 
than all, the gold and silver we have pro­ 
duced to pay for the foreign sugar we have 
consumed 
How this vast sum may be saved 
to the country is but one of the many im­ 
portant problems we have taken for solution 
in our chemical division. 
Very many other 
things of almost equal value might be accom­ 
plished by this division under better auspi­ 
ces.” In regard to the division of statistics 
the Commissioner says “ the burden upon 
this division is now too great. 
It should be 
enlarged to double its present strength, so as 
to be able to take up investigations which at 
present it is unable to touch.” We of the 
Pacific coast have always been in a position 
to confirm this statement. The statistics 
of our cmps have never been properly 
reported in the monthly or annual reports of 
the department. The fault, as we have al­ 
ways believed, has not been chargeable to de­ 
ficiencies or imperfections in the system, or 
to carelessness or neglect on the part of the 
department, but simply to the inadequacy of 
the means afforded it by the legislative de­ 
partment of the Government. We have al­ 
ways held that partial or inaccurate statistics 
in regard to the resources and productive in- 
dustiies of a country published to the world 
were of more injury to that country than 
benefit. 
The statistics that have been 
gathered and published by the department 
heretofore in reference to the Pacific coast 
have always been partial and incorrect, and 
injurious instead of beneficial to, the coast. 
The reason has been at all times patent to 
those who were conversant with the facilities 
at the disposal of the department. The cor­ 
respondents of the department in this State, 
many of whom have been personally known 
to the writer, have never been compensated 
for the labor required or expected of them. 
They have generally been business men, who 
have not been able to give to the work of 
collecting and forwarding correct information 
to 
the department their own 
personal 
time and attention, and could not afford 
to hire and pay others 
for 
it 
when 
they received nothing themselves, and were 
expected to pay necessary postage expenses. 
A new departure has now been taken in this 
division, and money appropriated for the 
establishment of a branch department on this 
coast, and if properly organized by putting a 
practical man in charge, we may exj>ect great 
improvement over the past. The division of 
entomology, the Commissioner truly says, 
“ is of great importance to the agricultural 
industries of the country, and should be in­ 
creased at once fivefold, with a further in­ 
crease la the future—an increase net only of 


working entomologists but of space for breed­ 
ing the different insects injurious to plants 
and 
those 
that 
make 
war 
on 
these 
plant enemies ; and for the proper preserva­ 
tion, exhibition of prepared specimens, and 
their distribution to the different State insti­ 
tutions for purposes of instruction.” Until 
within a few years we on this coast have felt 
no immediate interest in this division of the 
department, for the reason that insects in­ 
jurious 
to agriculture 
and 
horticulture 
had not made their appearance 
among 
us. 
But 
now 
that 
our 
crops 
are 
being 
threatened 
in 
every 
branch 
of agricultural production; that our vineyards 
are unsafe from the phylloxera; that our 
apples and pears are being devoured by the 
larvae of the codling moth, and that our or­ 
ange groves are being injured by the scale 
bug, we feel a lively interest in having this 
division of the department made as effectual 
as means and skill can make it. The present 
ineffective condition of this division may be 
seen from the following statement of the 
Commissioner. He says in his communica 
tion to the committee : 
But a fi w days since I received letters from 
North Carolina complaining of an eruption 
of a new insect—a sort of grasshopper—ex­ 
ceedingly small, but which is rapidly destroy­ 
ing the young wheat. It is an insect hitherto 
unknown there. Now, our funds available 
for the purpose are so low that to send an 
entomologist there to investigate the matter 
I am com pelled to beg railroad passes, to en­ 
able me to accomplish the work of the de­ 
partment. The entomologist of the depart­ 
ment is now in Florida making an examina­ 
tion of the scale insects which are affecting 
the orange trees of that State. 
I obtained 
railroad passes for him in order to save that 
expense, and he has been so hospitably re­ 
ceived by the people of the South that he will 
be able to prolong his stay another month. 
Think of a United States officer charged 
with so important a matter as the investiga­ 
tion of a cause that is threatening one of the 
most important agricultural productions of 
the country being obliged to beg passes from 
private corporations to enable him to travel 
from point to point while engaged in such in­ 
vestigation, and being dependent upon the 
hospitality of the people whose crops are 
being ruined, for something to eat while 
prosecuting his work. 
The Commi-sioner 
goes through all the divisions of the department, 
sliowiug the specific defects and needs of each 
in so plain and straightforward a manner as 
to convince all who may read his communica­ 
tion ; that he fully appreciates the pres­ 
ent inadequacy of the department to the 
wants of the country, ami the great value to 
the same of the prospective work of the de­ 
partment, when the needs he suggests shall 
have been supplied by the Government. He 
ch-ses his communication with this 6trong 
appeal: 
All of these needs might be summed up in 
a single phrase, to w it: 
The department 
needs opportunity ; opportunity through en­ 
larged accommodations; opportunity through 
the expansion of existing divisions ; oppor­ 
tunity through the creation of new divisions. 
This opportunity afford) d, and it is safe to 
say no other one department of the Govern­ 
ment will more redound to the common weal. 
Alone of all the departments, the Depart­ 
ment of Agricultura can be made to reimburse 
to the country, if it has not already done so, 
ten, twenty, aye, an hundred-fold any ap­ 
propriation made to it. 


Destroying the Apple Worms. 
A practical orchardist suggests as the only 
sure way to destroy the codliug raoth in this 
State, an Act o f'th e Legislature compelling 
every person who has bearing apple and [tear 
treeB to destroy all the fruit on them at ,a 
certain time for one year. He would fix the 
time for destruction when the larvae have 
hatched out in the spring and have all entered 
the fruit. He contends chat the destruction 
of the fruit at that time would effectually de­ 
stroy the worms, and that would be the end 
of them. Could the worms all be found in 
the fruit at one time ? 


The Pear Blight. 
F i.acekvii.l f, July 10, 1880. 
A g r ic u lt u r a l K d it o k o r R e c o r d -U n io n ; 
In your issue of the 14th you invite corre­ 
spondence in regard to the pear blight out­ 
side of the low liver bottoms. Three varie­ 
ties (I send you a specimen)—Madeline, Win 
ter Nellis and Seckel—are a total failure with 
me. I have never seen anything like it be­ 
fore. The Bartietts are not affected much, 
and will be a fair crop.

The samples received seem to be affected 
with the same blight or mold that has ap­ 
peared on the pears in this vicinity, but in 
degree the blight is much worse than any­ 
thing we have seen here. 
It has completely 
taken the life and growth out of the speci­ 
mens attacked, leaving them but shriveled 
skins. 
This blight needs immediate scien­ 
tific investigation, with a view to finding a 
remedy. 


Back-Water. 
A gricultural E d ito r R ecord-U nion : In 
the W eekly U nion of the 26th of M ay I 
notice an article on back-w ater on th e Y olo 
side, in which you sta te th a t it is unusually 
high in proportion to the w ater in th e river, 
and a ttrib u te it to tw o causes : F irs t—T h at 
the breaks through which it flows from the 
river had worn, and carry m ore w ater than 
form erly. 
Second—T h at Schoolcraft Islam !, 
ver w hich th e w ater has to flow to again 
enter th e river, has “ filled u p ,” thus ob­ 
structing its passage and acting as a dam . 
Y o u r first reason is undoubtedly co rrect; the 
second is not. 
I have lived a t the head of 
S choolcraft Island seven years, and a t no 
tim e of flood during th a t tim e has as m uch 
w ater passed over Schoolcraft Island, in pro­ 
portion to the stage of w ater, as this year, 
owing to the w ashing aw ay of old banks and 
levees th a t form erly k ep t the w ater back. A 
heavy grow th of new tu le in Y olo and Solano 
basins m ight in a m easure account for it.

T h e F o r e st e r T o u r n a m en t.—The For­ 
ester Club of Sacramento has announced, 
on its own responsibility, a wing shooting 
tournam ent, to be held here during Fair 
week. 
In doing so it handicaps certain 
marksmen by distance extensions. 
In all 
other respects, we believe, the details are 
not criticised and are adm ittedly liberal. 
But as to the handicapping there have 
been some objections made, out of which a 
little bitterness of feeling has grown. 
It 
is charged that, as the club expects aid 
from the State Agricultural Society, it 
should have taken into its councils repre­ 
sentative 
sportsmen 
from 
all 
parts 
of the State, and not having done so has 
acted selfishly. 
I t is objected th at handi­ 
capping three or four men is wrong, as 
tw enty or thirty others are nearly as good, 
and that many marksmen object to shoot­ 
ing with odps in their favor, and consider 
themselves too highly to be thus placed as 
second rate, and would prefer th at several 
prizes of equal or nearly equal value be 
given that the best shots may contest for 
them, and the other prizes be graduated, 
so that the real skill of all will be made 
manifest by the result of all shooting alike 
as to distance, etc. 
To these tilings, wc 
understand the club members to reply, 
th at it is a club m atter, and those who do 
not like it need not come in. 
T hat it is 
not fair to assume th at the club is to handle 
the Agriculuiral Society’s money ; that 
there is no State Association, and if a 
State tournam ent is to be given it must 
be under some 
local 
direction 
as 
a 
m atter of necessity; that handicapping 
by distance is common ; that the club has 
acted according to its best judgm ent; that 
at “ State h u n ts” heretofore San Fran­ 
cisco clubs and shooters have not responded 
to any account, and that San Francisco aid 
in prizes has been trivial ; that the For­ 
esters have no money to make, no private 
ends to subserve, and give their time, labor 
and energy to the work free, etc. 
These 
are the issues. 
They seem to us to be easy 
of adjustm ent. 
The Forester Club had a 
right to announce any kind of a match it 
saw fit, an 1 no one has any right to ques­ 
tion it. 
If the State Agricultural Society 
asks it to disburse its prizes, then the So­ 
ciety must trust to the good judgm ent and 
sense of right of the Foresters. 
The at­ 
tem pt to form a State Suciety has been 
repeatedly made and as repeatedly failed, 
and we know th at it has not been the 
fault of 
the 
sportsmen of 
the inte­ 
rior. 
W e doubt very much if the San 
Francisco sportsmen 
who growl most, 
would come here and arrange the de’aiis 
of a match, and aid in the labor of its m an­ 
agement. 
As a m atter of policy tho For­ 
esters might well have w ritten to leading 
sportsmen, and have asked their advice. 
That would have flattered personal vanity, 
and undoubtedly have forestalled all growl­ 
ing. 
It would have been'disereet to have 
done that, and have affirmatively shown 
that they respected the advice of our resi­ 
dent sportsman, as we know they do ; but, 
all the same, it does not appear th at the 
Foresters have done any thing they had 
not the perfect right to do, or th at they 
have invaded the rights of any one in the 
premises. 
Their tournament they have a 
right to manage as they please. 
Their 
proposed management is not new'. 
H andi­ 
capping is sustained by precedent, and 
the judgm ent 
of 
the club 
has 
been 
exercised, 
we 
believe, 
honestly, 
and 
w ithout 
the 
intention 
of 
tread­ 
ing on 
anybody’s 
toes. 
Now, 
these 
being 
the facts, it is easy to adjust 
this whole matter. 
The “ Bay” sportsmen 
have shown a very manly spirit of conces­ 
sion and good-will by appointing a com­ 
mittee to consult u ith the Forester Club. 
This consultation ought to bring about an 
amicable settlement, and we doubt not it 
will. 
The Forester Club has acted as it 
deemed right, aud we have too much con­ 
fidence in its membership to believe th at it 
will intentionally do any wrung. 
W hile 
the tournament is to be its own, to manage 
as it pleases, yet it will undoubtedly, as it 
ought, receive the committee and treat it 
with every consideration. 
W e cannot see 
that any request of the State Agricultural 
Society, when made, to the club to dis­ 
burse its prizes will affect the question. 
If the Society asks the club to do this 
thing, it must trust to the club to do it in 
its own way, or else choose an independ­ 
ent committee to manage the Agricultural 
Society tournament. 
In th at case, we 
shall have two tournaments, and we do 
not see that two would be entire failure. 
W ith about 80 good wing shots in the 
State, two sets of matches could be run. 
However, one would be better, for such 
rivalry 
will only 
beget bad 
feeliug. 
In 
this 
connection 
we 
give 
place 
to 
the 
following 
communication : 
Ed;. R eco rd- U n io n : As the proposed 
handicapping of several gentlemen at the 
coming State pigeon tournament has given 
rise to considerable comment from news­ 
papers aud sportsmen, it might be well to 
inquire into the merits of the case. H andi­ 
capping is that system, the introduction of 
winch into trials of skill, speed or endur­ 
ance is supposed in a great measure to 
equalize the chances of the contesting par­ 
ties, and is done by tiie concession of cer­ 
tain distance, time or weight to the sup­ 
posed weaker contestants.

one of the leading sporting features in Cali­ 
fornia, and any proposed match is at once 
filled by those who deem themselves profi­ 
cient in the use of the gun.

of securing a prize should he enter the list 
of contestants, and after he has done so, 
and proven one of the unsuccessful ones, 
lie will attribute it to the victors having 
easier birds, or some of those excuses that 
come readily to the mind of the unfortu­ 
nate. 
Such being the case, it can plainly 
be seen that, taking advantage of such 
condition of things, a few men, who have 
by long experience perfected themselves in 
the art of trap-shooting may bo able to 
reap quite a harvest at these shooting 
matches, where the firat moneys are from 
four to ten times as mnch as the entrance 
fee. 
One of the gentlemen who has been 
handicapped by the Forester Club has been 
always considered by his friends as the 
equal of any one in the use of the gun, 
and when Bogardus came to this coast several 
years ago a series of matches was gotten 
up between the two. It is not the intention 
of the w riter to make any comments upon 
those matches only as they affect the sub­ 
ject under consideration. 
In the contests 
alluded to, so well matched were the two 
men supposed to be that the Californian 
asked no odds either in distance or money 
of him who was at that time regarded, and 
who has since proved himself to be, the 
champion wing shot of the world. 
Now, 
the world is very large, and California is 
certainly a small portion of it,■'and yet, re­ 
garding this sportsrnaD, who was thought 
well enough of to be backed against the 
best shot in the world, and of whom the 
newspapers and sporting men a t th at time 
said th at Bogardus had not the least ad­ 
vantage, 
now, 
because 
of 
his 
beiug 
handicapped in a match here, where only 
two or three have any reputation as good 
trap shots, and the balance scarcely any at 
all, his friends, and the very newspapers 
and men who were so loud in his praise, go 
wild over the ‘outrage ’ that, they say, has 
been perpetrated. 
Verily, * consistency is 
a jewel.” ’

can accord. We find then that the work 
treats in the maiu of these chief topics, aud 
their statement will sufficiently inlioduce 
this valuable history of the literature of a 
Church. We present as nearly as possible 
the sentimeut and thought of the subjects 
from the author’s view. 
It begiDa with de­ 
tailed statements as to the condition of mind 
and heart to which the Papacy reduced Eng­ 
land, as tending to explain as natural and 
inevitable what otherwise w uld sei-m to be 
the inexplicable intensity of the early Puritan 
spirit.

A GREAT INVENTION AND A G Í EAT IN­ 
VENTOR. 


A brief biography of Thomas Blanchard, 
the inventor of the mechanical combination 
for turning iirtguiar forms, who died at 
Boston iu 1S65, l as just been issued. 
The 
writer, Asa H. W ater, says that althi ugh 
the name of Thomas Blanchard is not so 
popularly knowH as many others who have 
achieved fame from single inventions, the 
w riter boldly asserts th a t it may be "q u es­ 
tioned whether another inventor can lie 
named iu this country or in Europe, dur­ 
ing the last century, who has produced so 
many different labor-saving machines, ap­ 
plicable to such a great variety of lues, aud 
u oich have contributed so largely to the 
common necessities, comforts and econ­ 
omies of life.” This language may seem ex­ 
travagant, but it must be remembered that 
not au armory ^exists in this coui,try or iu 
England where guns are made—hardly a 
human being that wears boots or shoes— 
scarcely’ a vessel that sails upon tho ocean 
—nut a school where slates are used—not 
1 a carpet that is laid down, but that owes 
tribute to the 


GENIUS OK THOMAS BLANCHARD 
For producing articles cheaper and better. 
The same may be said of carriage wheels, 
plows, shovels, and various articles of fur­ 
niture. 
Latterly his machines have been 
applied to carving, to architectural designs, 
and even to statuary—much to the surprise 
of artists. 
Indeed, there seems to be no 
limit to the uses made of Blanchard’s in­ 
ventions, and it is impossible at present to 
enumerate ihem. 
One cam haidly go into 
tool shop, a machine shop, or a workshop 
of any kind, wood or iron, where motive 
power is used, iu which he will not find 
more or less of Blanchard’s mechanical 
motion. 
Blanchard was a native of Sutton, 
Mass., and was born June 24, 1788. 
His 
father, Samuel, was a farmer, and lived on 
a poor, remote strip of land, where there 
was absolutely nothing to suggest a me­ 
chanical motion. 
W hile 
on 
the farm 
Thomas gave little if any promise of the 
latent powers within him. 
There was 
nothing in lyis surroundings to excite them. 
He was m isplaced; schools were remote 
and he seldom attended, for he was afflicted 
with a perverse impediment of Bpeeoh, so 
th at the boys called him 


‘‘ STAMMERING TOM. ” 
At the age of 18 ho was engaged hv h¡3 
elder brother, Stephen, to assist him in his 
tack mill, which he had just started in 
W est Milbury. 
Young Thomas’s duty was 
to head the tacks in a vice, with a haud- 
hatnmer, one by one. 
Ouce in a mechanic 
shop his dormant genius began to wake up. 
Ere he had spent many months heading 
tacks, one by one, he had designed, con­ 
structed and put in operation a machine 
which would cut and head them at one mo­ 
tion twice as fast as the tickiug of a watch, 
and better finished than those made by 
hand. 
So perfect was it in design and con­ 
struction it was continued in use more than 
20 years. 
It is said to be still in existence, 
and experts w ho have seen it say that no 
essential improvement has ever been made 
upon it. 
The reputation of the boy's suc­ 
cess in his brother’s tack factory led Asa 
W aters, who had in the same town of M il­ 
bury an armory’, where ho manufactured 
arms for the Government, to send for the 
budding 
inventor, 
and 
there 
young 
Blanchard, at almost a glanec a t the old 
process for shaping gun-barrcls, suggested 
an impirovement by which the irregular 
butt of the barrel could be turned by ma­ 
chinery, and afterw’arils produced a ma­ 
chine for turning out the gun-stock. 
The 
germ of the stocking-machine lay in the 
cam motion, aud it was then and there, as 
he afterwards said, that the idea of his 


WORLD-P.ENOWNED MACHINE 
For turning irregular forms first flashed 
through his mind, although it required 
some months to elaborate and bring it out. 
Blanchard was afterwards called to the 
Springfield armory, where his machines 
were introduced and adopted by the Gov­ 
ernment. 
Ilis machine for producing ir­ 
regular forms was applied to a vast number 
of special purposes. 
Unlike many other 
inventions this was really tho discovery of 
a new principle in mechanics, whereby the 
machine is made the obedient, faithful ser­ 
vant of man, to work out his designs after 
any given model, be it round or square, 
crooked or straight, however irregular, aud 
made to reproduce the original shape ex­ 
actly, every time. This perfect uniformity 
of Blanchard’s work suggested the idea of 
having all the parts of the guns made at 
the armories perfectly’ uniform, so as to be 
interchangeable. 
H itherto they had been 
fitted separately, like .Swiss watches, aud 
carefully lettered or numbered. 
This was 
the method in all workshops, even to the 
bolts ot a carriage or a common bedstead, 
and w oe to him who misplaced one. 
It was 
Blanchard who first rendered possible the 
accomplishment of the desired result with 
respect to arms, and to him the w riter gives 
the credit of the origin of the

W hich lia3 revolutionized mechanical pro­ 
cesses 
in 
all 
our 
workshops, 
per­ 
fected and greatly cheapened mechanic 
products, 
aud 
driven 
from 
use 
the 
old 
system 
of 
numbering. 
Blanchard 
realized but 
little pecuniarily on 
his 
patents, for they were so pirated upon that 
he had to spend many thousand dollars in 
defending his rights in the Conrts. 
He 
succeeded in getting an extension of his 
patent for producing irregular forms, but 
at the end of the extension he had made 
practically nothiDg on it, aud began to 
think of trying for a second extension ; but 
such 
a thing was unprecedented, and 


Blanchard, knowing th at great opposition 
would 
be 
made to another 
renewal 
thought he would resort to a little strata­ 
gem. 
He fitted up a machine for turnin * 
busts from marble 
blocks, took it to 
W ashington, obtained plaster casts of the 
: heads of W ebster, Clay, Calhoun and 
! others, and exhibited the busts in the 
I rotunda of the Capitol. 
Tho members 
Í were quite astonished when they found 
that these busts were wrought out by a 
machine, and that they were more exactly 
like the originals than any human hand 
could make them. 
It produced 


A GREAT SENSATION. 
They all supposed it a new invention. 
I Blanchard said, “ No ; not a new inven- 
j tion, but a new application of au old one 
1 of mine, from which I never realized much, 
, and I w ant the patent reuewed.” 
A reso- 
j lution was introduced into the Senate by 
W ebster to renew it for a term of years, 
and it was rushed through w ithout delay. 
When the new s was first proclaimed from 
Springfield of a machine which turned gun- 
stocks, mechanics came floating from near 
! and far to see it. 
Among those attracted 


i were two members of tho British l’arlia- 
! meut, then traveling+n this country. W hen 
j they returned to England they reported 
¡ the wonderful invention of Blanchard, by 
which the Americans were gutting gnatly 
j in advance of them in gun manufacture, 
j and moved a resolution for the purchase of 
i similar machines. 
A true John Bull mem­ 
ber then arose and ridiculed them unmerci­ 
fully for being so badly sold anil playeii 
upon by the cunning Yankees. 
“ The 
very idea of turning a gunst ek is absurd 
on the face of it, as all must know who­ 
ever saw one.” 
Finding tho resolution 
would fail the two members withdrew it 
and moved for a committee to go to the 
United States Armory and report upon the 
facts. 
The committee came over, exam­ 
ined the workings of the machine, returned 
and rejiorted the facts as first stated. 
The 
doubting Thomas rose and said that the 
Americans might get up something to work 
their soft woods, pine and poplar, but it 
would never stand the test of “ our tough 
English oak and hickory.” 
Upon this tne 


DOUBTING THOMAS 
Himself was chosen a committee to go 
over and examine. 
He was not to be im­ 
posed upon ; he would expose this humbug. 
Selecting three rough stock s of the hardest, 
toughest timber he could find, he went to 
the Springfield armory’ incognito, brought 
his stocks to the stockiug-room and in­ 
quired of the overseer if he would graut 
him the favor of turning them. 
“ Cer­ 
tainly, sir ; take a seat.” W ithout making 
the least alteration of the machine, the 
overseer run the stocks through in a few 
nrnutes, and then went on with his work 
as though notiiing unusual had happened. 
The Englishman 
examined the stocks, 
found th at they were turned all the better 
for being of hard w ood, and he was com­ 
pletely dumbfounded. 
A fter musing a 
while, he frankly confessed who he was, 
why he came, and his thorough conviction 
of the utility of the machine. 
Before lie 
left the city he gave an order in behalf of 
the British Government for this aud the 
accompanying machines—some six or eight 
—which amounted to some $40,000. 
The 
machines were built at Chicopee, shipped 
to England, and have been in use there 
from that day to this.

GARFIELD 
ON 
CHINESE. 


The follow ing extract from a speech of 


Mr. Garfield, delivered at W heeling, V a., 


in 1878, show s how he stands on th e C h ú ­ 


ñese question : 
I have seen in a space no greater than 
the length and h igh t in th is sleepless car 
berth, in a C hinese tenem ent quarter iu 
San Francisco, th e hom e of tw elve C hina­ 
m en. 
In that space th ey actu ally liv ed — 
yes, aetually lived m ost of their tim e. 
There they crouched, all doubled up, aud 
there they cooked, ate, slept, and, in a 
word, lived . 
T hey cooked w ith a little 
lam p a m ess of stu ff that t h e ^ im port from 
China, w hich, lik e their rice food, is very 
cheap, and a mere pittance in the w ay of 
earnings on th e street w ill supply them 
food and clothes for an indefinite tim e. 
A 
few cen ts per day is more to them than a 
dollar to th e com m onest Am erican laborer. 
H ence th e low est grade of poor paid labor 
retires before them as it w ould before a 
p estilence. 
T hat is not all. T hey have no 
assim ilation w hatever to Caucasian civ ili­ 
zation. 
The negro assim ilates w ith the 
Caucasian. 
H e adopts our civilization, 
professes our religion, w orks for our wages 
aud is a custom er for everyth in g th at civ il­ 
ization produces. 
H ence, using a figure of 
physiology, we can take him up in the cir­ 
culation of the body p olitic and assim ilate 
him , m ake a man and a brother of him, as 
th e phrase goes ; hut not so in the least de­ 
gree w ith the Chinam en. 
And th is brings 
nte to say that one of the great questions 
th at now press upon Congress and th e’ 
country for im m ediate atten tion and solu ­ 
tion is w hat shall w e do w ith reference to 
C hinese im m igration ? 
W e have alw ays 
refused to citizeuize them ; sh all w e con­ 
tinue th e treaty’ under w hich th ey are im ­ 
m igrating to our shores ? 


T hat w as q u ite an am using circum stance 
w hen a w ell-know n representative from 
l ’ike rose at a public dinner to m ake a 
speech, and spoke th u s : 
“ W hen I view 
th is festive board, Mr. P resident, I can’t 
help thin k in g of those beautiful lines of 
L ongfellow ’s, in w hich he says— er— ah— 
er— w hich say— er—er (tapping h is fore­ 
head)— er— Mr. P resident, I b elieve I ’ve 
forgotten the lines I rem em bered.” 
And 
he Bat down. 


An old Scotch lad y, w ho had no relish 
for modern church m usic, was expressing 
her dislik e for the BingiDg of an anthem 
in her ow n church, one day, w hen a neigh­ 
bor said : “ W h y, that is a very old an ­ 
them .

th e low er order, it is to be said that the 
first should be ripe aud fresh, as w ell as 
seasonable. 
A m i of vegetables som e are 
not fit to eat w h ile im m ature, w hile otnere 
are n ot fit to eat after th ey have m atured. 
A n unripe potato is n ot fit to eat, anil a 
ripe cucum ber has passed the edible stage. 
U nripe fruit is unfit for eating, because its 
tendency is to ferm ent. I t is unassim ilable, 
so to speak. 
T he process of ferm entation 
is d esttu etive of nutrition. 
In all our ea t­ 
ing wo have to take care, if we w ould eat 
to live, 
th at 
there 
shall 
he no fer­ 
m entation of w hat w e eat, in th e alim ent­ 
ary canal. 
T hat process m ust be carried 
out elsew here, unless w e intend d eliberate­ 
ly to defeat the object and end of eating. 
T he preparation of food lor the table has 
very m uch to do w ith th e n u tritive value 
th e reo f; and the rule is, th a t w hat is 
cooked at all should be thoroughly cooked. 
B ut th is is n ot to say that m eats should 
be reduced to m asses of fibiin e. 
They 
should be cooked thoroughly in their ow n 
juices anil served warm. 
Ol vegetables it 
m ay be said, that, excep t such as m ay be 
e ite n raw, not oue is tit to be taken into 
th e stom ach u n til it shall have been thor­ 
oughly cooked ; and they should be cookod 
in their own juices, if a t all succulent. 
T hey should not be seasoned in th e pot, 
aud there ought n ever to be any con­ 
fusion 
of 
flavors. 
H ow ever, 
there 
is 
no 
in ten tion 
to 
iiiteifcre 
w ith 
th e 
k itchen, in 
th is 
paper. 
Its 
real 
object is, to h in t at som e of the reasons 
w h y it is th e d u ty of m en anil wom en to 
eat to live. 
T he m outh and its uses are, 
perhaps, en tirely apparent to everybody. 
It is th e door to the stom ach, and it is the 
portal of speech. 
It is furnished w ith a 
tongue, in w hich dw ells the sense of taste 
and w hich m odifies and m odulates speech. 
W ith teeth , w hich first cu t and then crush 
the food w e eat. 
I t has glands w hich se­ 
crete a peculiar aud clear liquid. 
It is 
possible to introduce fuod into the stom ­ 
ach w ithou t u sin g th e m outh, hut nobody 
prefers th at to th e ordinary w ay. 
The 
m outh seem s w ell adapted to th e work of 
serviug th e stom ach. 
For that reason it 
stands people w ell iu hand to m ake th e use 
of their m ouths w hich N ature intended. 


C u c u m b e r 
P ic k l e s .— T he th in g is to 
m ake them green, aud to do it w ithou t in ­ 
troducing any salt of copper. 
T he w ay to 
get th e color is to extract it from som e veg­ 
etable substance. 
T he w ay I set about 
m aking m y pickles is as follow s : 1 have 
nice sm all encum bers picked, 
w hich I 
wash, lay in dishes, and sprinkle them 
w ith salt, in to w hich I have ground up a 
piece of alum not any larger than the end 
of the little tini;cr. 
A fter these have re­ 
m ained in the dish for a w eek , I put them 
into a stone jar, having w iped them , and 
on th is I pour boiling vinegar. 
W hen 
th ey are filled, I put on top of the jar cab­ 
bage 1 aves, and on that 1 place a clean 
stone, to keep the pickles dowiT. 
If, after 
a day or tw o, m y p ickles are not green, I 
decant tiie vinegar, 111 ke it h o t— not on 
the boil—and repeat th e 
process, w ith 
fresh cabbage leaves. 
If not at th e first 
trial, at the second the pickles have a nice 
color. 
For seasoning, w hen 
I 
boil niv 
inegar, for every quart I put in a m uslin 
bag a half ounce of alh-pice, m ace, w hole 
black pepper and m ustard seed. 
D. 


C u r r a n t J e l l y . — If currant jelly be 
m ade by th is receipt, there w ill be no com ­ 
plaint of w an t of success. 
A fter clearing 
your currants from leaves wash them ; 
drain off the w ater ; put them in a stone 
jar, aud set th a t in a k ettle of hot w ater 
until th e currants are sligh tly scalded ; 
turn them into a colander and press them 
dry ; th is w ill rem ove th e sk in s and stem s ; 
then pour th ro u .h a clean Bieve, w hich w ill 
rem ove all the seeds ; then strain through 
your je lly -b a g ; to every p in t of juice allow 
one pound of su g a r ; before adding the 
sugar set th e juice over th e fire ju st long 
enough to reach th e boiling p o in t; pour in 
th e 
sugar, 
and 
then 
stir 
on ly 
long 
enough 
to 
dissolve 
th e 
sugar ; 
then 
pour 
into 
your glasses. 
B e sure and 
not le t your currants g et too ripe ; pick 
them as soon as fu lly turned. 
D o not add 
gelatine to your jelly’, as it w ill eoou m old 
if you do ; but take off your covers and let 
th e jelly stand covered on ly by a n ew s­ 
paper throw n over it for one or tw o w eeks 
auci it w ill probably harden.— [O ld H ouse­ 
keeper. 


P ic k l e d P e a c h e s .— To ten pounds of 
th e fruit add one-half gallon of vinegar 
and three pounds of sugar, and one-half 
ounce each of cloves, cinnam on and a ll­ 
spice. 
Scald the vinegar, sugar and all­ 
spice, and turn it over th e fruit th e next 
m orning. 
Drain th e liquor ofl’ and scald 
it again, and once more pour it over the 
fruit w h ile hot, and th e succeeding m orn­ 
ing scald th e w h ole m ass of fruit and 
liquor together, and you w ill have delidi- 
OU3 pickles. 
I use tw elv e pounds for this 
recipe, and lik e it better. 
T ie th e spices 
in a little hag. 
T his is a good recipe for 
sw eet pickles. T ake peaches of full grow th, 
ripe, but not soft, w ipe them w ith a flan­ 
nel cloth or pare them ; stick three or four 
cloves in each peach, lay them in a stone 
jar, put one-half pound sugar to one quart 
of good vinegar ; add cinnam on and other 
spices to th e taste ; let the vinegar com e 
to a boil, skint, and pour it on the peaches. 
L et them stand tw o w eeks, then pour off 
the vinegar and boil i t ; pour it 0 11 again 
and th ey are fit for use. 


R a s p b e r r y J a m . — I have found th is to 
be a good and sim ple receipt : 
For ten 
parts by w eight of raspberries I use nine 
parts of C sugar; in to th e fru it-k ettle I 
put one pint of w ater, and having intro­ 
duced th e berries, 1 break them up w ith a 
wooden spoon, only’ keeping th e k ettle 
warm over the fire ; 1 then add th e sugar ; 
w hen th e sugar is m elted 1 bring it up to a 
sharp boil, stirring all the tim e ; I try it at 
th e end of the process by pouring a little on 
a cold plate. 
If it thickens and jellies I 
know it is done ; if currants are handy, I 
use a pint of th e juice instead of th e w ater; 
if carefully p u tin air-tight jars it w ill keep 
for years.—[A nnabelle.

GREECE 
AND TURKEY. 


The Phil-hellenistic movement which 
has teen proceeding during the past half 
century in Europe seems to be ripening 
into a positive support of Grecian territo­ 
rial claims against the Porte. 
The basis 
of this movement is curiously 
confused 
and indeterminate. 
So far as it can be 
analyzed it see m3 to have a double forma­ 
tion. 
In the first place there is admira­ 
tion of ancient Greece; 
in the second 
place there is admiration for the modern 
Greeks. 
The former of these sentiments is 
far more intelligible than the latter. 
The 
Greeksof the Levant certainly have acquired 
a reputation, but it is one which honest and 
high-minded men would be very loathe to 
bear. 
They are universally conceded tobe 
the trickiest, most mendacious, unscrupu­ 
lous, and prolific in expedients and re­ 
sources, of any race in Europe. 
All their 
ability in fact finds expression in finance 
and commerce of the most questionable 
character, and thongh they have shown de­ 
cided talent, and have frequently acquired 
wealth, the race has won a name which is 
as far removed a3 possible from that with 
which classic Greece is associated. 
It is 
true that those who study Homer with 
care may find in more than one of his 
characters a recognition of that thrift and 
trickiness which the present generation has 
so exaggerated. 
Ulysses is not altogether 
and always a pleasing character in this 
respect, and Homer evidently sympathized 
with his hero’s adroitness in driving bar­ 
gains. 
Precisely what auguries are to be 
drawu from the preseut characteristics of 
the Greeks it would be difficult to say, 
but to us it docs not appear at all probable 
that they are capable of vindicating the 
confidence 
reposed 
in 
them, 
or 
of 
building 
tip 
a 
new 
empire 
upon 
the ruins of the old one. 
Nations are not 
reconstructed so easily, and the Greeks 
have been almost as completely denation­ 
alized tvs the Jews, 
England and France 
may help the King of Greece to keep off 
the Turkish ironclads, and his little army 
tuay be then enabled to win more territory 
from the impotent Porte, but it by no 
means follows that the Greeks will ad­ 
vance, and in fact the belief that they are 
on the eve of a renaissance is opposed to 
*11 experience, 


The variov.3 Socialistic and Communistic 
schools ar,d organizations have this year 
agreed, to act together under the common 
and misleading name of Greenbackers. 
Thu latter organization was 
originally 
formed for the purpose of urging the 
adoption of false and mischievous cur­ 
rency doctrines, but it had no farther ob­ 
ject. Having now absorbed the Nationals, 
the Labor organizations, aud the Social­ 
ists, it blossoms forth with a platform 
representing all its component parts, and 
offering as a whole a remarkable exhibition 
of intellectual blindness aud perversity. 
The tone of mind which is necessary to the 
growth of this kind of ideas indeed has 
been not inaptly called the prehistoric tone, 
for it requires a disregard of human ex­ 
perience only possible to men who have 
halted 
in their mental 
development 
at the thrcshhold of the barbarous stage. 
The first stumbling-block which occurs in 
the path of these people is invariably the 
question of individual rights. 
The form of 
government existing in the United States, 
and especially 
the historic 
documents 
always associated most intimately with 
the genesis of that form of government, 
suggest to the ignorant a recognition 
and affirmation of the rights of citizenship, 
of a very broad and sweeping nature. 
The 
assertion of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence, that ‘'all men are born equal,” 
for 
example, 
has 
been 
productive 
of 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
harm. 
It 
was a reflection of the enthusiastic fallacies 
of the French Revolution, and it is scarcely 
necessary to say that it is a mere rhetorical 
flourish, since assuredly all men are not 
born equal in any practical sense. 
No 
doubt the author of the declaration in­ 
tended to refer solely to political rights, 
hut as his expression was loose aud in­ 
definite, so has the popular interpretation 
of it been general, and consequently wrong. 
To the class of crude intelligences we are 
now discussing, it is almost inevitable 
that the declaration of universal equality 
should be accepted as applying not merely 
to political rights, but to social condi­ 
tions. 
“ All men are bom equal,” seems, 
to such minds, equivalent to saying that all 
men have the same rights to whatever the 
eartli produces or human invention creates, 
and this irrespective of any question of 
relative merits or demerits. 
In Nature no 
such doctrine finds any countenance or 
confirmation. 
She says to all her creatures 
that they alone shall enjoy who deserve ; 
that they alone shall possess who earn ; 
that 
they 
alone 
shall 
continue who 
harmonize 
with 
their 
surroundings. 
Throughout 
the 
animate world 
these 
laws 
are 
enforced 
with 
pitiless 
rigor. 
There is no attempt to provide for 
the feeble, the imbecile, the-timid. 
They 
are simply swept from the face of the 
earth. 
Man as he progresses has been led 
.to extend the range of his sympathies, and 
to cast about for the means of mitigating 
Nature’s severity. 
He has succeeded to 
some extent. 
He has kept alive many who 
appeared doomed to extinction from the 
very nature of their environment. Whether 
his humanitarian tendencies have worked 
well or ill for the future of the race it is 
not yet possible to determiue. Certainly the 
artificial maintenance of conditions which 
if left alone must destroy all bom under 
them, has perpetuated not only’ evils but 
miseries of the gravest type, and has con­ 
fronted the most advanced civilization 
w ith dangers startlingly similar to those 
which 
encompassed 
and 
finally over­ 
whelmed the old Greciau aud Roman re­ 
publics. 
Yet there are differences be­ 
tween the old and the new Socialism so 
marked that it may be interesting to note 
them. 
In the 
first place the 
masees 
in the ancient democracy were separated 
from the wealthy classes by boundaries 
such as no longer exist. 
It is not suffi­ 
ciently realized that commerce as we know 
it hardly existed for the ancients. 
Riches 
consisted in land and slaves, in mines aud 
plantations. 
Manufactures were almost 
entirely carried on by slaves, and the free­ 
men 
who constituted 
the democracy, 
though possessing equal political rights 
with the rich class, were practically cat 
off from all lucrative occupations. 
Thus 
the social inequalities of the times were 
plainly exhibited, and thus the discontent 
of the proletarians was constantly fanned 
by their forced idleness and consequent in­ 
digence. 
It was therefore natural that 
presently they should demand to be paid 
for the time they gave to the affairs of the 
State, and that as they realized their 
power to compel the rich to support them, 
they should have been led to abuse the 
suffrage mors and more, and should at 
length have accustomed 
themselves to 
those confiscations of 
private property 
which degrade the old democratic rule to 
a mere mob tyranny. 


The ancieut proletarians had no connect­ 
ing links with the rich class. 
That is a 
fundamental difference lietween the old 
and the new. 
It was not possible to in­ 
crease the general wealth of the commu­ 
nity by the investment of capital in manu­ 
facturing processes for the benefit of the 
freemen. 
Slave labor monopolized and at 
the samo time dishonored all industry. 
The freeman of Greece and Romo was in 
the same condition as the poor white of 
the South 
while 
slavtry 
flourished. 
Slavery alone made it possible for the rich 
to devote to the State the time and labor 
demanded of them, but it also prevented 
the free proletarians from rising into real 
independence. 
It will be seen at once that 
the distinction between the ancient aud 
modern 
conditions is radical. 
In 
the 
former the line o f separation between 
rich and poor was ineffaceable. 
In the 
latter the line is always fluctuating, and 
members of each .class are continually ex­ 
changing places. 
Now it is obvious that 
true Communism can only flourish when 
the social or political conditions are such as 
to prohibit the advance of the proletarian 
c’ass altogether. 
For if this 
class is 
free to change its environment, either par­ 
tially or as a whole, its intelligent members 
will refuse to consent to uny policy which 
would prejudice their prospects, and di­ 
minish the value of the prizes for which 
they contend. 
In the ancient democracies 
the dearth of commercial and industrial 
pursuits almost compelled the populace to 
fall back upon their votes as means of sup­ 
port. 
They had no hopeB of sharing the 
wealth of the rich, for enterprise was not, 
and all invention was rigidly confined to 
slave labor. 
The ancient Socialism, there­ 
fore, though it inevitably issued in the ruin 
of the communities which yielded to it, 
was far more logical and consistent than 
the modern Socialism, which is in fact a 


mere travcstie of the original phenomenon, 
and the introduction of which to this age 
shows a singular want of the power of 
adaptation and co ordination in those who 
support it. 
The new world differs from 
the old in these two important points 
especially. 
In the latter there was no 
such thing as individual freedom, nor 
was there any 
field 
for 
free 
labor. 
These conditions, and Slavery, together 
compelled the aggressive and retaliatory 
measures which brought on the social wars. 
These conditions aud Slavery, however, 
no longer exist, and yet American citizens 
are attempting to revive the enmity be­ 
tween rich aud poor which proved the ruin 
of the old world. 
It is upon the principle 
of individual freedom and individual re­ 
sponsibility that all the advances of mod­ 
ern civilization rest. 
Self-help has been 
the keystone of progress, and the tendency 
of mankind has been constantly away from 
that affectation of paternal government 
with 
which tyranny 
inevitably goes, 
and towards that restriction of State in­ 
terference which leaves the largeBt liberty 
to the citizen in all legitimate proceedings. 
Against this the modern Socialists are ar­ 
raying themselves. 
Seeking to go back to 
prehistoric modes and doctrines, they de­ 
mand that the Gove-rnment shall do every­ 
thing for everybody. 
They propose to do 
away with the guarantees which alone make 
it possible to sustain the credit of a state 
currency. 
They argue that because a bal­ 
loon will carry a car high into the air, it 
ought to be possible to make the car 
mount without the aid of the balloon. 


There is nothing new in any of the 
modern Socialistic or Greenbacker propo­ 
sitions. 
They are all old, all exploded, 
all effectually disproved by the most posi­ 
tive experience. 
But the conditions in 
which they are introduced are new, and 
this is the most singular phase of the 
whole matter. 
It is as though a race of 
men long since emerged from the lower 
simian stage, should commence an agi­ 
tation against the wearing of prehensile 
tails. 
The disabilities which the Green- 
baokers and their allies complain of are as 
nonexistent as the caudal appendages of this 
imaginary race, and this gives a sort of 
opera bouffe air to all their proceedings. 
Of course it is possible to convert an ab­ 
surd movement into a serious one, if there 
are enough simpletous to accept the asser­ 
tions of the leaders, aud therefore the re­ 
ception accorded to this remarkable and 
illogical movement must form a sort of 
test of the popular intelligence. 
Judging 
from the results of previous essays in the 
tame direction there does not seem much 
ground for apprehension, however. 
There 
has always been, and perhaps there always 
will lie, a certain small percentage of rest­ 
less, discontented, ill-informed men, who 
think that they have somehow been de­ 
frauded of tlwir chances in life, and who 
are willing to overthrow everything for 
the sake of having what they call “ a new 
“ deal.” 
But in the 
nature 
of 
the 
case 
this 
class 
must 
be 
small, 
because 
the 
opportunities 
of 
the 
individual are really so completely un­ 
restricted that every man of the least ca­ 
pacity or ambition may hope to improve 
his condition, no matter what it is at the 
moment. 
It is, as we have endeavored to 
show, only the fixity of unsatisfactory con­ 
ditions which impels men to extreme and 
desperate courses. 
Mere inequality of con­ 
dition ¡3 not of itself a sufficient ground of 
active hostility, provided that real freedom 
of action obtains. 
No doubt there are 
mány who find themselves practically con­ 
fined to certain narrow limits of enterprise 
and action, and these may lean toward 
Socialistio ideas ; but the most vitalizing 
and energetic elements in tho nation feel 
themsclve3 under no such constraint, anti 
their confidence in their own capacities pre­ 
vents them from indulging in any resentful 
feelings 
toward such its 
have already 
achieved wealth and position. 
Let educa­ 
tion be diffused more judiciously, and let 
the true liberty of the present age be ex­ 
pounded more frequently aud fully, ana it 
appears to us that modern Socialism must 
pass away without producing auy serious 
trouble, s>mply because it is a thing born 
out of its due time, and therefore destined 
to perish through lack of adaptation to its 
environment. 


which the v jting masses must ask is, what

♦ The Democrats say that there 
are nq longer any serious issues between 
the two great parties. 
The assertion is 
false. 
All the questions wbieh have been 
in issue since the close of the rebellion are 
still in issue, aud they have gained fresh 
importance from the audacious policy of 
the Southern leaders. The pemocrats have 
no intention to follow out the Republican 
policy if they win the day. Their purpose 
is to force the country back upon its path, 
and if they can to bring it again to the 
point it occupied before the war. 


The South has abandoned nothing, and 
the South leads and controls the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
Hancock is a mere circum­ 
stance in the evolution of Democratic- 
Southern policy. 
He is accepted by the 
South because it is believed that he cau be 
used, and thq uses for which he is required 
are such as no lover of the Union can re­ 
gard without the greatest apprehension. 
He must be a Polish and obtuse observer 
who imagines that the Democracy, which 
has fought every measure of reconstruction 
from the beginning until now, will, if it 
finds itself in power, surrender all its most 
cherished purposes, aud set itself to uphold 
those governmental doctrines it has re­ 
sisted hitherto with all its might. 
At 
present it is putting Hancock forward as a 
lure, but behind him stalks the old Confed­ 
eracy, and despite all pretenses it is the 
Bame Confederacy that sought to disrupt 
the Union. 
Conquest does not convince 
the conquered that they were wrong, 
though it may convince them that they 
are not strong enough to succeed by force 
of arms. 
It has never convinced the 
South, and should it be returned to power 
its first acts would be to vindicate its 
judgment by overthrowing all the work 
of its antagonists. 
It is the firm persua­ 
sion of this that ha3 prevented Demo­ 
cratic success for so many years, and there 
is nothing in the present situation to war­ 
rant a belief that it would be less dan­ 
gerous now to admit that party to power. 
General Hancock’s military record has in 
truth nothing to do with this campaign. 
It is the record of his party which is in 
question, and that, as Grant observed, is 
bad. 
It embodies all of disloyalty, of 
heretical doctrine, of opposition to the 
theory of national existence, that can be 
found in the country, and this being so it 
matters nothing what the record of the 
man 
who 
leads 
it 
may 
be. 
When 
rebel brigadiers like General Terry come 
forward as supporters of Hancock, the 
wayfaring ma t, though he be a fool, knows 
that it is not because the brigadiers have 
been converted, but because they thinlt 
they can make a stalkiug-horse of Han­ 
cock, behind which to carry on the schemes 
which will not bear the light of day. 
Hancock in fact is damned by his associa­ 
tions, and this must ever be the case when 
a party Eeeks to cover up its record by 
hoisting^alse colors. 
The Democrats do 
not want to discuss States Rights. •They 
prefer to dwell upon Hancock’s letter to 
Governor Pease. 
But even that shows 
that he was a cold friend to his country 
when warm patriotism was needed, aud it 
only serves to highten the suspicion which 
his present affiliation justifies.

DEMOCRATIC ARGUMENTS. 


When the Democrats first nominated 
Hancock they thought they had at last put 
their rebellion record behind them. 
They 
imagined that it would be easy to bide 
themselves behind Lis military rcputatioB, 
and that the fact that their candidate was 
a Union soldier would disarm all suspicion 
of their alliance with the solid South. But 
they liud as the campaign progresses that 
they have been reckoning without their 
host, and when they are called upon for 
arguments to support their cause they are 
driven to fall hack upon abuse of Garfield. 
They caunot make it apparent even to the 
meanest intelligence that the nomination of 
Hancock effects any change in the statusof 
their party. 
They have indeed pretended 
that there is no longer any distinction lie- 
tween Republicanism and Democracy, but 
their own 
platform refutes this asser­ 
tion, for 
there the 
doctrine of 
State 
rights 
is emphatically set 
forth. 
The 
truth is 
that the nomination of Han­ 
cock has 
made 
no 
change 
in 
the 
situation. 
The Democracy still 
stands 
for all 
the elements which 
are plot­ 
ting 
to 
undo 
the 
results of 
the 
war. 
It is still the ally and creature of 
that Southern faction which has never 
altered its beliefs in regard to the nature of 
the Constitution, and which is to-day as 
determined as ever to restore what it calls 
the federal compact, to disfranchise the 
negroes, to repeal or nullify the recon­ 
struction Acts, to abrogate the constitu­ 
tional amendments, and so to win by 
strategy all, and more than all, it failed to 
win by fores. 
It is possible to put the 
personality of both Garfield and Hancock 
out of the discussion, for the real contest 
must be upon those principles which bave 
been in issue from tho beginning, and 
which it was erroneously supposed the 
war had settled. 
The Democratic journals 
and speakers already realize that it will be 
impossible for them to make the campaign 
on the strength of 
Hancock’s military 
record, but they have uothing to gain by 
accepting 
the 
controversy 
which 
is 
really alone in 
order, 
and 
therefore 
they 
do 
their best to 
confine 
them­ 
selves 
to 
aLuse. 
This, 
however, 
will 
not 
save 
them. 
The 
people 
cannot be deceived into the belief that they 
have suddenly changed their convictions 
and professions. 


It is certainly time that the people of 
Sacramento were aroused to the necessity 
of taking steps to improve the quality of 
the water snpply of the city. 
We have 
put up far too long with the staple rubbish 
about the wonderful wholesomeness of 
dirty water. 
It is no doubt susceptible of 
proof that after people have once accus­ 
tomed themselves to cat or drink anything, 
however repulsive originally, they may 
come to prefer it to something infinitely 
better. 
But though there be biany casc- 
hardcned pioneers who sincerely believe 
that water is improved by having a body 
to it, and that water which is transparent 
is too thin for drinking, it is certain that 
the character of our water is a standing 
reproach and a serious injury to the city. 
The people who live where pure water 
abouuda cannot bring themselves to accept 
the chocolate-colored puddle which we call 
water, as being drinkable, and thongh 
when visiting here they may be too polite to 
express their miuds freely on the subject, 
their almost unanimous conclusion is that 
nothing could induce them to live in a town 
where such water had to be nsed. 
It is, of 
course, very ditlfcult to estimate the ma- 
’terial injury this has done to Sacramento, 
but inasmuch as the quality of the water 
is necessarily a most vital consideration 
when 
change 
of 
residence 
is con­ 
templated, 
it 
is 
apparent 
that 
it 
must 
have driven a great many desir­ 
able 
residents 
away. 
And 
it is not 
possible to feel surprised at this, for who­ 
ever examines the 
river water without 
prejudice must admit that it ¡3 repulsive 
both to sight aud to ta3te, and sometimes 
also to smell. 
As to the question of its 
wholesomeness, we regard it as by no 
means so well assured as old residents 
would seem to imagine. No doubt there are 
instances of clear water 
which is less 
wholesome than muddy water, but these 
are only the exceptions which prove the 
rule. 
For the most part clear water is 
more trustworthy than diity water, and 
dirty water is assuredly always disagree­ 
able and disgusting. The question of a fresh 
supply of clear and pure water is of course 
one of very great importance, and must lie 
approached with deliberation and pru­ 
dence. 
There is, 
however, so 
much 
ground for believing that such a supply 
may be obtained without going far for it, 
and without any considerable expenditure, 
that a thorough investigation must he re­ 
garded as absolutely necessary. 
We be­ 
lieve that if a sufficient supply of bright 
and sweet water can be found, moreover, 
that its introduction will in less than two 
years be more than repaid by the stimulus 
it will give to settlement. 
This is, in fact, 
the only important need of Sacramento at 
present, and if it is once supplied there is 
no 8pot in California destined to so steady 
and swift a growth. 


WORK 
FOR THE PEOPLE. 


Perhaps it is unreasonable,to expect 
that the politicians who frame platforms, 
and whose whole idea of politics is so 
closely interwoven with the spoils system, 
Bhould bestir themselves actively to pro­ 
mote civil service reform. 
Nor can it be 
expected that Congressmen, whose future 
depends upon keeping on the best of terms 
with those politicians, can be very enthusi­ 
astic about the matter. But unless some ele­ 
ment takes tho subject in hand and urges 
The election of Hancock it, nothing will be done. 
This .year it was 
¡3 only a means to an end, and the question plainly the intention of the Chicago Con­ 


vention to ignore the question, and this is 
the sharpest commentary t^at- has yet been 
made on the course of President Hayes in 
the premises. Owing to the persistence of a 
Boston delegate a clause was introduced 
favoring reform principles in an indefinite 
and far-away fashion, but it was evidently 
understood that the whole issue was to be 
shelved as quickly 
as possible. 
When 
General Garfield came to write his letter 
of acceptance he slurred over this topic 
in 
a very indifferent way ; 
in 
fact, 
he 
went 
so 
far 
as 
to 
indorse the 
machine view by defending Congressional 
interference with executive appointments. 
The reason why all this is so should not 
need to be pointed out. 
The fact íb that 
the people have shown too languid an in­ 
terest in civil service reform, and have 
rather encouraged the politicians by taking 
it for granted that it was impossible to do 
anything about it. 
Now, the fact is that 
it is no more impracticable to reform the 
American than the English civil service. 
All that is required is a resolute and 
earnest public opinion in the matter; a 
conviction that the future safety and pros­ 
perity of the country depends upon the 
removal of the patronage from factions, 
the substitution of merit for political in­ 
terest as a cause of appointment, and the 
abrogation of removals for political reasons 
alone. «These changes can all be had if 
the people insist upon them, and they can 
be had without in any way injuring the 
Government. 
We must have them before 
long, or the Government machinery will 
become hopelessly the spoil of faction, 
and taxation will be exercised with less 
and less regard for the right3 and interests 
of the citizen, and more and more concern 
for the exigencies of party. 


SPECIMEN CAMPAIGN LIES. 


It would seem that the New York World 
is emulating the example of its contempo­ 
rary, the Sun, in the invention of cam­ 
paign lies. 
We confess that we had given 
the World credit for greater honesty and 
candor than it now seems to possess. 
Its 
pretended copy of a Supreme Court opin­ 
ion of Justice Swayne, condenmiug Gar­ 
field in connection with the De Golyer con­ 
tract, is a little the most audacious fabri­ 
cation the country has had foisted upon it 
for some time.

It is no douiit futile to protest against 
Democratic campaign lies,

politics should deliberately engage in a 
busiuess 
which iuvariably 
reacts upon 
those who enter into it, aud never hurts 
the object of the attack.

EXCLUDED 
FROM THE 
ABBEY. 


The Queen of England has been worsted 
signally in an encounter with the public 
sentiment of her subjects. 
It was her 
special desire that the projected monument 
to the French Imperial Prince should be 
erected in Westminster Abbey, and Dean 
Stanley was fully prepared to face public 
opposition for the sake of gratifying his 
sovereign. 
But 
the press and people 
showed so determined a front on the sub­ 
ject, and the feeling of resentment at the 
proposed desecration grew so strong, that 
at last it has been thought expedient to 
abandon the project, and it is now an­ 
nounced that the Queen has offered a site 
for the monument in tho royal chapel at 
Windsor. 
There can be no doubt that 
the people were justified in their opposi­ 
tion in thi3 case. 
Westminster Abbey 
is 
sanctified 
by 
tho 
collection 
there 
of the nation’s most illustrious dead, and 
the son of Louis Napoleon had no claim 
whatever to a place among those departed 
heroes, statesmen and men of letters. 
His 
connection with England was fortuitous. 
He had not died fighting in her cause. 
The nation owed him no tribute of esteem 
or gratitude. 
lie was unfortunate, but 
that did not entitle him to a place in the 
venerable Abbey. Any English soldier who 
fell at Isandula could have had a better 
claim made out for him. 
And though the 
Queen is somewhat obstinate when her 
mind is made up, it is no doubt as well 
that she had the good senBe to yield to 
public opinion in this case, and it might 
have been still better had she refrained 
from this ostentatious attempt to connect 
the Bonapartes with her dynasty. 


RUSSIA 
AND 
CHINA. 


Very contradictory reports are being sent 
concerning the relations between Russia 
and China. 
Strong efforts have been made 
to prevent the latter from declaring war 
against the former, but it seems probable 
that Russia believes a war to be unavoid­ 
able, for she has been proceeding steadily 
with her preparations despite all rumors of 
peaceful adjustment. 
The truth is that 
China feels very sore over the Knldja 
Treaty, in the negotiation, of which her 
envoy was completely outwitted by the 
Russian diplomatists; 
and 
it is quite 
doubtful whether the popular sentiment 
will not compel the Emperor of China’s 
Council to go to war for the recovery of 
the important strategical positions so rashly 
ceded. 
Russia cannot expect to conduct 
an aggressive war in the heart of Central 
Asia, bnt if she proposes to inflict heavy 
blows they must be delivered from the sea. 
It is with this purpose in view that she is 
now collecting so formidable a fleet in the 
I’acific, and in the event of war she will 
doubtless attack the Chinese ports which 
are accessible, and few or none of which 
are at all adequately defended. 
In effect 
this is probable the only method by which 
Russia can make her power felt, for a cam­ 
paign in Central Asia must be not only 
tedious, ljut extremely doqjjtfiil, w in g fa 


the enormous difficulties of transportation j 
and commissariat. 
The Chinese are not : 
destitute of war vessels, having quite a re- i 
spec table fleet of gunboats and one or two 
large ironclads. 
Whether these are capa­ 
ble of offering any effectual resistance 
when managed by Chinese sailors is, how­ 
ever, another question.

Another fatal boat accident is described 
in our telegraphic columns this morning. 
The number of these collisions during the 
past two months has been altogether un­ 
precedented, and it is worth inquiring 
what the cause of such an epidemic of dis­ 
asters is. 
Of course careful statistics 
would demonstrate that so many accidents 
occur every year on an average, but it is 
nevertheless quite possible that the occur­ 
rence of several such collisions in rapid 
succession is due more to nervousness and 
apprehension than to carelessness. 
It is 
well known that drivers, steersmen and 
engineers arc liable to nervous attacks, and 
that at such times they are far more apt 
to blunder than when they are in no sort 
of apprehension. 
Excessive caution is not 
seldom more dangerous to tho traveling 
public than recklessness, for the bold aud 
self-confident pilot or engineer is apt to 
retain his presenee of mind in the face of a 
sudden danger, whereas the nervous man 
quite commonly collapses at the critical 
moment, and utterly loses his head. 
It is 
certainly the ease that fatal accidents of 
this kind rarely occur alone, but that one 
follows another, and we are inclined to 
believe that nervousness has a good deal to 
do with the fact.

OUR 
SCHOOL DIFFICULTY AS LOOKED 
UPON ABROAD. 


The following is an editorial in tiie Edu­ 
cational Weekly of Chicago for June 17th : 
A great deal of pettiuess has cropped out 
•in the city of Sacramento over the admis­ 
sion of pupils in the High School from two 
rival schools, the Capital School and the 
Sacramento School. 
It seems that the 
pupils of the Sacramento School failed 
in arithmetic, 
and 
their teacher, Mr. 
McDonald, was accused of iuc mpetency 
on account of the failure. 
The charge was 
emphasized by the statcmeut of a mother 
whose hopeful had failed twice to pass for 
the High School. 
If this charge holds 
good in the case of Frofessor McDonald 
there arc a great many incompetent teach­ 
ers outside of California; for there be in­ 
numerable mothers’ darlings that would 
not pass for the High School, though they 
should remaiu in school as many years as 
St. Siinon posed on his pillar. The investi­ 
gation brought out a degree of clique contest, 
bickering and professional jealousy on the 
part of Professor Adams that is surprising 
in so large-hearted a State as California. 
Superintendent Mann of San Francisco 
was examined as a professional expert and 
pronounced the questions too difficult, and 
judging from the few examples that were 
specified they were more than difficult; 
they were ridiculous. 
The wholo contro­ 
versy was more disgraceful than a divorce 
scandal, and betrays a littleness in the 
educational 
authorities 
that makes us 
proud of our Chicago board by comparison. 
Yet it betokens a prying into school affairs 
that might be of henc-fit in some other 
quarter. 
To probe for an answer to the 
question, 
“ Why 
did 
the 
Sacramento 
School fail in arithmetic?” there was a 
meeting held at which the excitement of 
our Republican Convention aud the hilarity 
of the combined 
Grecnbacker-Socialist- 
Woman - Suffragist gathering were emu­ 
lated. 
The Chicago Principals are too 
sharp to get iDtoMr. McDonald’s difficulty. 
They run no risks by preparing pupils for 
the High School, but put the work upon 
the head assistant; then if the result is 
creditable they take all the credit to them­ 
selves, but if the class fails, they put the 
blame upon the head assistants. 
If Mr. 
McDonald is dismissed for incompetency 
in Sacramento he should steer for Chicago 
without delay. 
Two classes of Principals 
are in great, demand in Chicago—women 
and incompetent men. 
This is from the editorial page of the 
ATw England Journal o f Education (Bos­ 
ton) for July 1st : 
In a late examination for admission to 
the High School in Sacramento, a set of 
questions was given on which the pupils of 
oue of the grammar schools passed on av­ 
erages that were suspiciously high, aud 
those of another school failed deplorably. 
The question then arose, was the teaching 
in the one Echool defective, or were the 
questions too difficult,- and the pupils of 
the other school specially prepared on them, 
or on others very similar to them ? To pass 
upon the character of the questions, John 
Swett, principal of the Girls’ Normal 
School, San Francisco, was called upon as 
an educational expert. 
His analysis of the 
questions, his comments on them, and his 
views incidentally stated of what instruc­ 
tion iu arithmetic should consist, as re­ 
ported in^tlie Sacramento R k c o r d - U n io n , 
form one of the best articles on the subject 
that it has been our happiness to peruse 
during the past school year. 
To attempt 
a condensation of Mr. Swett’a opinion 
would be educational mutilation and lit­ 
erary murder. 
Suffice it to say that he 
pronounced the questions injudicious and 
impracticable, mere “ schoolmaeterisms,” 
suitable to the making of “ arithmetic 
sharps,” but unsuited to the needs of gram­ 
mar school pupils for an examination test. 
The questions he characterized as puzzles, 
it would puzzle many good teachers to tell 
their meaning. 
They were as remarkable 
for what they did not contain as for what 
they did, since from them was omitted al­ 
most every principle and operation that 
would he of value iu the common affairs of 
life. 
On similar questions, issued by the 
State, be had seen many well-educated 
women and good teachers slaughtered on 
the 
inexorable 
examination-fclock. 
Mr. 
Swett’s suggestion was that both classes be 
re-examined on a set of fair questions of a 
practical nature, prepared by au educator, 
or a committee of educators, in the far 
East. 
The investigation is not yet con­ 
cluded. 
In it the citizens take great in­ 
terest—a good sign, on the whole.

THE FOURTH AT IGO. 


A PATRIOTIC ADDRESS BY A MINER OF 
SHASTA COUNTY. 


A t Igo, in Shasta county, Independence 
Day was celebiated with great heartiness. 
In pursuance of the advertised programme, 
the denizens in and around the lively little 
village assembled at Igo, and two quite re­ 
spectable celebrations and two enjoyable 
balls were the result. 
The first celebration 
and picnic was under the auspices of the 
Good Templars, in an oak-embowered field, 
close to town, on the ranch of that enterpris­ 
ing gentleman, the venerable Win, Foschler, 
on which occasion the reading of the Declara­ 
tion of American Independence was per­ 
formed by E. Ballou, after wbich the usual 
Fourth of July oration was delivered by Rev. 
AV. S. Kidder, it proving an able and patri­ 
otic effort, in which he exhorted the young 
to the ways of temperance and morality, 
demonstrating, with great force of argument, 
the necessity of faith in and the prae 
tice 
of 
morality, 
as 
the 
surest 
and 
best safeguard of liberty, happiness and 
prosperity. 
After the oration the assemblage 
soon dispersed, and great, numbers congre­ 
gated in and around W. Dunham’s hotel, to 
listen to the oration of J. R. W. Davis, 
which was announced for delivery at 2 
o’clock, but owing to the length of the Good 
Tenpin s' ce'ebration was po tponed until 
bait-past 3 o’clock. 
The a- einbled crowd 
was called to order by John Wright, Chair­ 
man of the day, who, in a very brief and-pa­ 
triotic manner, announced the object of the 
meeting, and introduced the ltev. W. S. 
Kidder, who read the Declaration of Inde 
pendeuce in an effective manner, after which 
the Chairman introduced J. P. W. Davis, as 
the orator of the day. 
Mr. Davis, who has 
for several years in Shasta county followed 
mining pursuits, arose, and in a clear and im­ 
pressive manner entered into the early histoiy 
of the colonists, sketching in earnest and 
terse terms those early struggles preceding 
the Confederation and the Declaration of 
Independence, in which the true spirit of 
American valor and genius is so vividly por­ 
trayed. 
Some extracts from Mr Davis’ re­ 
marks are given herewith, and have been 
forwarded by and are published at the re­ 
quest of a great number of the citizens of 
Igo, who desire that it be preserved in print 
in the R e c o r d- U n io n and W e ek ly U n io n , 
which journals are the papers of that section 
over all others in the esteem, confidence and 
patronage of the people. 
A t the dose of the exercises the anvil was 
brought into requisition, and a general salute 
for the day and the proceedings was fired. In 
the evening there was a brilliant and success­ 
ful ball, from early eve until “ sun-up ” the 
next morning, in a new and elegant building 
just completed for the accommodation of the 
patrons of Dunham’s hotel. 
Across the 
street, in Petty’s Hall, the Goo i Templars 
held forth, and had a lively and sparkling 
gathering of the young folks, wlro spent the 
night joyfully in dance and social reunion. 
Times are quite livtly in and around Igo, 
and many new and important events are tak­ 
ing place in mining matters, both *in placer 
and lode mining. 
The Chicago mine, a few 
miles northwesterly from Igo, is developing 
in a very satisfactory manner. A great many 
of the citizens of tkaf vicinity are entitled to 
special mention tor the zeal with which they 
are endeavoring to develop that portion of 
ishasta county, and bring its great mineral 
le-eurces into deserved prominence, and none 
are more worthy of mention in that respect 
thin W. Dunham, a citizen of great gener­ 
osity and enterprise.

Perhaps there are a few such in the 
0 rantry, like tares growing amongst good 
grain, but it is to be hoped that they are few 
and far between—more to be pitied than de­ 
spised. 
The 4th of July is celebrated for 
more causes than one. 
Aside from its being 
the recognized day of the birth of the Repub­ 
lic of America, it is a day set apart for a 
general revival of patrotic emotions, and the 
stirring up of ali our nobier feelings in be­ 
half of liberty and humane and beneficent 
institutions, and in this manner prevent the 
pi ople from sleeping on their posts of duty.

i’he history of the Revo- 
binary war, which, in reality, began in 
libo, and terminated near Yorktown. Vir- 
da, by the d*-feat and surrender of Lord

rnwailis, in October, I7SI, is one in point 
• t suffering, courage and heroic devotion to a 
. ah just and holy cause, unparalleled in the 
• .nals of history. 
The victory was gained, 
after a seven years’ war, by a band of pa­ 
triots, who were all the time hard pressed, 
half clothed, scantily fed and bleeding at 
every p: re, against the strongest and most 
warlike power of all Europe. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON. 
Let us in this connection pay a tribute to 
the name of George Washington—an ever­ 
green in our memories. 
Perhaps there never 
was a 4th of July celebration in this country 
without the name of our illustrious Wash­ 
ington beiug a principal factor in the pro­ 
ceedings, and perhaps there never will be, 
and doubtless never should be. 
'Washington 
was a descendant from a family of great re­ 
nown in England by the name of Wessyng- 
ton—was born in Westmoreland 
county, 
Virginia, on the 11th day of February, 1732. 
A t the age of 11 years his father died, and 
he was left to the tender care of a fond 
mother. 
His education was not entirely 
c impiete, but had a fair beginning—sufficient 
to fit him for any position as an officer or 
delegate in the colony of Virginia. 
He had 
made a specialty of those studies known as 
geomotry and trigonometry. A t a very early 
ivie he evinced a very strong liking for mili­ 
tary exercises. 
A t the age of 21 he had be­ 
come very popular, and was looked upon as 
a man of great promise. 
After the French 
aud Indian wars he was a member of the Vir­ 
ginia House of Burgesses, and soon after bo- 
came a member ut the Continental Congress, 
and by that famous body of patriotic meu 
was chosen as a leader, in who-e hands were 
placed the destinies ot the then undisciplined 
American army, and took command at Cam­ 
bridge fifteen days after the battle of Bunker 
Hill. 
As a man he stands before us in the 
eyes of history as combining in a most re­ 
markable degree those traits of character so 
essentially requisite to fit him for the peculiar 
position assigned to him by his countrymen. 
H e does not apirear as a man of great and 
profound mental research, but rather as one 
with a mind ereniy balanced—always cau­ 
tious, with great perceptive faculties, which 
enabled him to readily comprehend the mo­ 
tions of his adversaries in arms. 
He was 
such 
a character that 
commanded the 
esteem and confidence of the people and the 
common soldiers under hitn, for whom he al­ 
ways manifested the greatest anxiety for their 
safety and geuerai welfare. 
Yet withal, a 
man of great firmness and ccurage, and one 
who had doubtless iu early life, (>erliaps from 
a mother’s influence, imbibed a liberal share 
of moral essence—having great stability of 
character and an unyielding tenacity of vir­ 
tue, honor and truth. 
He took command at 
the iucipiency of the struggle, was never cen­ 
sured by his countrymen, held the dignified 
position throughout the struggle, and for 
seven years he nobly and heroically fought 
for freedom and inde[>endenee—the blessings 
of which are our happiest and greatest fru­ 
ition to-day. 
A t the close of the war he 
resigned his commission and retired to his 
home at Mount Vernon—the greatest mili­ 
tary chieftain of his day, beloved by a grate­ 
ful people, and honored by all enlightened 
nations ot the earth. 
And his name stands 
to-day as a pillar of undying fame, ever 
present in the memorios of the American j>eo- 
ile. 
No greater eulogy can be passed upon 
he name of George Washington than that 
bestowed 
by Napoleon Bonaparte, who, 
u speaking of himself in comparison with 
Washington, said: 
“ Washington's name 
• til live in the hearts of his countrymen 
. ..in mine is lost in the great vortex of war.” 


O ur W ashington in glory stands, 
The honored of a thousand lands ; 
Endeared to cause forever great, 
A m orning star, guiding fate. 


W here freedom is his name will 1 e, 
A pillar strong to Liberty ; 
A statesm an great and hero bold, 
A thousand years and yet not old.

wherein Washington alludes to himself, and 
the many trying ordeals through which he 
had passed, and then to the importance of 
maintaining the Union of the States.] 


THE PEACES'LL RELATIONS BETWEEN ENGLAND 
AND THE UNITED STATES. 
The relations now existing between Eng­ 
land aud the United States are of the most 
amicable nature, and it is much to be hoped 
that the two countries may continue on the 
most peaceful terms throughout all time, 
for they have a common cause to subserve— 
the enlightenment aud civilization of man, 
and those ends are best subserved through a 
liberal and humane form of government— 
for, to distress man is to degrade him, and to 
protect and assist him is to elevate him in 
the -cale of human refinement. 
Already the 
English crown is but a shadow of a power, 
tor, In fact, the people of E .gland are gov­ 
erned by representatives elected by the peo­ 
ple, and year by year we see the old type of 
government giving way to a more liberal 
form ; aud, doubtless, this country has wielded 
a great influence in securing for the English 
people a more liberal form of government 
than they had a hundred years ago. 
ENGLISH TYRANNY AND THE FRENCH HELP. 
It is but fair to state that had England 
manifested more of a conciliatory disposition 
toward the colonies she. Would not have lost 
her entire control over them at the time and 
iu the manner she did. 
But it is reasonable 
to suppose that sooner or later the colonists 
would have struck for separation and free­ 
dom. 
England’s 
greatest 
blunder, it is 
claimed by eminent minds, was in wrestling 
the Canadas from Frame, and it is said that 
the King of France never would have con­ 
sented to the treaty of 1763 had not the wise 
meu of France foresaw that by giving up 
the Canadas to the English nation they had 
taken the first step towards dethroning Eng­ 
lish power and control among the colonies of 
America. 
And this is the great cause, uo 
doubt, that so speedily brought France to 
the assistar.ee of the young republic when 
the darkest hour of the struggle had arrived. 
But, whatever may have been the motives of 
France in that great event, she certainly 
merits, and I believe has, the everlasting 
gratitude of the American people for the 
noble manner in which General Lafayette 
and his brave followers espoused our cause 
and fought for our liberties even up to the 
surrender of Lord Cornwallis ; and in fact it 
was Lafayette’s urgent solicitations that in­ 
duced 
George 
Washington to 
joiu him 
(Lafayette) and strike Cornwallis’ army a 
decisive blow at Yorktown, which, by the 
aid ' f the great French fleet that had just 
landtd at the mouth of York river, proved a 
success, great, grand and glorious forever. 


TEE TREATY OF 1783. 
The long and tiresome struggle having ter­ 
minated, and the British fleet, bearing a 
fragment of a once powerful army, lost to 
view on the blue waters of the Atlantic, 
homeward bound, the treaty comes up for a 
moment’s consideration. 
It was not until 
the 3d of November, 1783, iliat a final aud 
permanent peace was established between ail 
the countiies concerned. 
This was done at 
Baiis, and in substance, so far as related to 
this country, the terms of that treaty were 
briefly these : A full aud complete recogni­ 
tion of the independence of the United 
States ; the recession by Great Britain of 
Florida to Spain; the surrender of all the 
remaining territory cast of the Mississippi 
and south of the great lakes to the United 
States ; the free navigation of the Mississippi 
and the lakes by American vessels : the con­ 
cession of mutual rights in the Newfound­ 
land fisheries; and tiie retention by Great 
Britain of Canada and Nova Scotia, with the 
exclusive control of the St. Lawrence. 


THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES 
ADOPTED. 
It was not until near five years after the 
signing of the treaty that the Constitution ot 
the United States was signed by nine colo­ 
nies, the requisite number to its adoption. 
This was accomplished by the ratification of 
New Hampshire, on the 21st day of .June, 
1788, and it was not until the 29th day of 
May, 1790, that the Constitution was ratified 
by all the colonies, and our present form of 
government set in motion, so far as related to 
all the States. 
But the Constitution had 
been declared adopted pi ior to this date, and 
Washington had been duly inaugurated Pret- 
ident ot the United States on the 30th of 
April, 1789. 
And here we leave our subject 
matter, so far as relates to the colonial ptnod, 
and t ike up that of 
OUR COUNTRY AS A REPUBLIC, 
Her noble aud humane laws, her grand and 
beneficent institutions, and the general prog - 
rtis of the people under the fostering care of 
a democratic form of government. 
Yester­ 
day our glorious republic, like the church the 
foundation of which is laid upon a rock, leav­ 
ing withstood all attempts at its overthrow 
by foes w ithout and assassins within, is 104 
years old, dating back to the day of the adop­ 
tion of the Declaration of American Inde­ 
pendence. 
Where, let me ask, will we turn 
"to the pages of history to find a parallel ex­ 
ample of a nation or ]>eople increasing from 
3,000,000 to 50,000,000 souls in 104 years? 
And where, let me ask, will we turn to the 
chronicler .-' pages to find a parallel to the 
progress of our people duriug the last 100 
years? 
In everything worthy of emulation, 
in all that is great, noble and good, we have 
simply outstripped the world. 
Brave in war ! 
Great in peace ! 
From a few scanty inhabit­ 
ants around the American seaboard of the 
Atlantic, we have gone forth a distance of 
3,000 miles westerly, and almost an equal 
number of miles 
ortherly and southerly, 
overcoming and sul; luing every obstacle tend­ 
ing to impede civilization and human pro­ 
gression, uutiljalnio.-t an entire continent lies 
subdued to the will ot man. 
The same old 
flag that was carried through the bloody fields 
of the revolutionary war, and on the waters 
of Lake Erie, and on the burning sands of 
Mexico, and withstood the leaden bail at 
Gettysburg, still waves over us as a symbol 
of our greatness and safety, and may it con­ 
tinue to wave until au approving Providence 
shall photograph it a an everlasting sign in 
the heavens. 


THE INVENTIVE GENIUS OF AMERICA. 
“ Peace hath her victories no less renowned 
than war." 
First in order among the great 
events of the American people was that of 
the successful application of steam to naviga­ 
tion. 
One among the greatest inventions of 
the world was that of the steamboat, by 
Robert Fulton, a gentleman of Irish extrac­ 
tion but born in Pennsylvania. 
With the 
fathers of the Republic it was the one thing 
most needed. 
By it our rivers were brought 
int i immediate requisition to the necessities 
of the people of the young Republic, and the 
comnitrceof the interior with the seaboard 
was made ea -y and r ipid. And while Robert 
Fulton’s name is before us, we will mention 
another wonderful invention of this great 
genius—the torpedo—which has been so suc­ 
cessfully used ever since in every naval and 
military engagement of note throughout the 
world. 
We allude to it simply because it is 
but just to cherish the names of our great 
inventors, as well as those of our statesmen 
aud warriors, aud because the torpedo was 
the means in years after of saving a great 
many of our seaport towns from destruction, 
iu that foolish and causeless war of 1N12. 


THE WAR OF 1812. 
Passing now over a jieriod of 24 years 
since the surrender of Lord Cdtnwaliis, and 
the treaty of peace, daring which time hard- 
contested battles with the red men had been 
fought, and settlement and civilization had 
reached far into the interior, we come to 
dwell for a moment on the struggle of 1812. 
One among the great causes of that foolish 
war was the rigid enforcement by England of 
lier obnoxious iron rule, that once an English­ 
man always an Englishman—that any one 
Ixirn an Englishman could not throw off his 
allegiance to Great Britain, aud that English 
authorities had a right to search on neutral 
ground for English subjects and seize them. 
The attempt to carry this into execution under 
the decree of George 111. brought on a con­ 
flict between the American vessel Chesapeake 
and tne English man-of-war Leopiard. 
The 
object of Great Britain in carrying this ne­ 
farious doctrine into execution was to pre­ 
vent emigration from Ireland to this country, 
for the 
inhabitants of that life-long dis­ 
tressed ciuntry were flocking to this country 
in great numbers, in the hope of bettering 
their condition, and getting out from under 
the yoke of British tyranny. 
Another cause 
was 
the 
decree 
of 
George III. forbid­ 
ding neutral vessels from countries frienelly 
with France from entering British harbors, 
and declaring the entire seaboard of France 
to be under blockade, while France in turn 
declared the 
English 
coast to be in a 
state of blockade ; in consequence of these 
outrageous acts an the part of these two 
countries, then engaged in war with one an­ 
other, without any knowledge of the same in 
this country, a great many American vessels 
were seized and condemned as prizes. 
These 
things in their turn led to the passage by 
Congress of the celebrated and unpopular 


EMBARGO ACT. 
By its provisions all American vessels 
were detaiued in the ports of the United 
Stater, the 
object of 
which 
beiug to 
cut oft all intercourse with France and Great 
Britain, and thereby compel those two coun­ 
tiies to recognize the rights of American 
neutrality, 
France soon modified her mili­ 


tary edict so far as related to the United 
States, but King George, in whose heart still 
burned the sting and humiliation of Eng­ 
land’s defeat in the revolutionary struggle, 
was only too anxious to revenge his country 
on the people of the new Republic. 
Thus 
the war of 1812 was brought about, and after 
about three years of defeat and victory on 
both sides, wherein England was taught a 
lesson as a sweet morsel for the snuff-box of 
her crown, that she was no longer master of 
the seas, and King George having been 
stung almost to madness by the venom of 
his own low, mean and selfish nature, had 
retired from the throne, and George IV . 
crowned, the Ministry changed, a peace was 
once more restored to our people, and a treaty 
arranged, which in itself amounted to noth­ 
ing—simply this • 
that the two countries 
having been at war agree to be at peace. No 
new feature in the governmental policy of 
nations was declared, and no amends were 
made for English aggressions upon the Amer­ 
ican commerce, only that it is supposed a 
promise was given by the new King that a 
repetition of similar outrages should never 
occur. 
The 
treaty 
was arranged 
and 
signed on 
the 
24th day of 
December, 
1814, 
and 
on 
the 
morning 
of 
the 
8th 
of January, 
1815, 
Packeuham 
was 
defeated 
near New 
Orleans by Andrew 
Jackson, on which occasion Packenhani was 
killed and almost all bis entire army annihi­ 
lated. 
Jackson’s loss was 8 killed and 13 
wounded—the British loss on this memorable 
occasion was 7U0 killed, 1,400 wounded, and 
500 taken prisoners. 
This was, perhaps, the 
greatest disparity of losses ever known be­ 
tween two heavily entrenched armies. 
In 
some parts of our country the 8th of January 
is kept as a day of celebrity ; but, iu fact, the 
battle and victory then obtaiued was of no 
m”ment or importance, ere it was a victory 
gained after peace li/d been declared, and 
had the telegraph beeti ip operation then as 
now the battle would never have beeu fought. 
OUB COUNTRY IN PEACE. 
Our country immediately after this, having 
chastised the Barbary sea-robbers into sub­ 
mission, under the gallant Commodore Deca­ 
tur, is once more at peace with the world, 
and the American flag hi.nored aud respected 
on every sea, aud an era of prosperity begins 
with our people, numbering at that period, 
1816, about S,000,000 souls. 
Our counfry was 
in debt something near 8100.000,000, but un­ 
der the able administration of James Monroe, 
a man of great talent, accomplishments and 
experience, with the aid of an able Cabinet, 
the initiatory steps were soon devised which 
in a few years honorably paid every dollar of 
the national indebtedness without distressing 
the people. 


THE AMERICAN COLONIZATION SOCIETY. 
It was about this period that the great 
American Colonization Society was started— 
the object of which was to colonize free per­ 
sons of African descent iu Liberia, on the 
western coast of Africa. 
The great work this 
noble Society pci formed for the poor down­ 
trodden black man is too well known to re­ 
quire any detail. 
In September of 1816 a 
lasting and memorable treaty was arranged 
between the United States and the various 
Indian tribes of what was formerly the North­ 
western Territory, and further hostilities in 
that section averted for a long period. 


TUOGRESS OF THE ARTS, SCIENCES AND IN ­ 
VENTION, 
Hand in hand with the work of settlement 
and subduing of the vast forests of the great 
West, the arts and sciences took root anew, 
and flourished. 
As well, also, did invention 
progress, to which we 
owe, in a great 
measure, our present high standing iu the 
eyes of one another as well as in those of the 
entire European world. 
Too much credit 
cannot be bestowed upon the inventive talent 
of the American genius. 
To it we owe a 
debt of gratitude, w hich we, as a people, can 
never over pay. 
When we contemplate the 
gieat strides that have been made in the u'ay 
of labor-saving machinery, chief among which 
we migi.t mention the looms, cotton gins, 
reapers, mowers, thrashers, aud the numer­ 
ous 
cultivators, and 
the 
thousand 
and 
one wonderful mechanical inventions which 
are the best and first fruit3 of the American 
inventor, we feel ourselves well fortified in 
saying that as a product growing out of our 
institutions under the protecting influence of 
our forai of government, the work of the in­ 
ventor stands foremost aud uppermost iu our 
esteem. 
What a field ior thought is here 
presented. 
Commencing at the period when 
the struggle for liberty had subsided,4md the 
I heroic baud of patriots had been greatly 
thinned and impoverished, and a fragment of 
the brave army with bleeding feet and totter­ 
ing limbs, fatigued, carrying the scars of 
many a battle-field, wended their way to the 
near and dear ones at home, unsubdued 
forests lay before theui, and the most rapid 
transit was the slow and plodding gait of the 
horse and coach over miserable roads, when 
to-.iay the distance of three thousand miles is 
traversed iu as many days as it then took 
to travel one hundred 
miles. 
And this 
method 
of 
transpoitation 
is 
not 
ex­ 
ceptional 
but 
general, 
and 
that 
too 
at remarkably low lates of f: re, in n i easy 
and comfortable manner, and these railroads 
are so conducted as to he a direct and harmo­ 
nious network of connection, bringing the 
most desirable market ior the products of the 
soil aud shop almost to everj man’s door. 
Add to this our present method of carrying 
thought by the telegraph, through which any 
event on the most remote part of the globe 
reaches the great cities of the American con­ 
tinent in a lev/ minutes’ time, and through 
the medium of the public press is laid before 
a million readers in a few hours thereafter, 
and this, too, at insignificant cost. 
When 
we fully comprehend all things as they to day 
exist, and draw a line of comparison with 
the affairs of mankind one hundred } cars ago, 
we may but partially appreciate the grand 
work that the ambitious genius of the in­ 
ventor has accomplished for man. 
The 
farmer and 
the mechanic 
have 
acted 
well their part 
in 
this 
great 
drama 
of American progression. 
Where but a few 
years ago stood a forest and unsubdued 
marshes, and prairies a thousand miles or 
more in extent, now lies a plain divi led and 
subdivided into an unbroken liue of farms, 
interspersed here and there wi[h flourishing 
villages and towns, and magnificent cities, 
with populations varying froui ten thousand 
to a million prosperous and mighty people, 
w ith refined and cultivated minds and ta.-tes. 
Educational pursuits is the watchword of our 
people ; and this is simply glorious, for in 
the mental culture of the people reposes the 
safety of their liberties and cherished insti­ 
tutions. 
THE ARTS AND SCIENCES 
Have also advanced in the same ratio as that 
of all other useful industries of the people— 
chemistry having accomplished simply a 
miraculous work, and done a great deal for 
man’s bei efit and comfort. 
The science of 
medicine has subdued ail diseases to which 
man and beast are most liable, and brought 
them under the control of the skillful phy­ 
sician. 
Astronomy 
has 
become 
a set­ 
tled 
and 
positive 
science, 
and 
our 
astronomers have traced and mapped out 
for the lenefit of man the entire plan­ 
etary 
worlds 
with 
unerring 
and 
posi­ 
tive certainty. 
Our 
greatest 
lexicogra­ 
phers 
have 
compiled 
and 
issued 
the 
best 
and 
largest 
vocabulary of 
words 
ever issued by man. Our sculptors and paint­ 
ers—and not excluding the woikers in the 
photographic art—have made their mark, 
and stand second to none in the Old World. 
I’rintiug, the greatest of all the arts, aided 
by our free institutions,* has almost reached 
perfection. 
Wonderful, indeed, has been the 
progress in this line ! 
Stand the Hoe ten- 
cylinder 
press, 
in 
full operation, 
print­ 
ing 
30,000 
large-sized 
newspapers 
per 
hour, alongside the old Ramage half-page 
pres.-, and the comparison is as a grain of 
sand to Mount Shasta. 
But time forbids 
further remark under this bead. 
Passing 
over the events of the Mexican war, and the 
annexation of Texas and California to the 
United States, in all of which, it is but just 
to say, the American iieople acquitted them­ 
selves with honor and courage, we come to 
dwell for a few moments on the 
POLITICAL HISTORY OF OUR COUNTRY. 
Allowing the old political lines that were 
drawn between opposing sections, during the 
earlier period of the Republic, which A ated 
around in an unsettled state, without any 
particular phase of a national character, for 
several years, to fade away with the events 
and circumstances of that period, we come 
down to that epoch iu the history of our 
country when vital issues as to governmental 
policy arose, and find, under the administra­ 
tion of Thomas J efferson, two opposing polit­ 
ical parties 
well 
organized 
and 
closely 
matched. 
The first, aud strongest perhaps, 
the Democratic under Jefferson, its principal 
founder; the other, the Whig party, which 
reached its zenith under Webster and Clay. 
This latter party was greatly strengthened a 
few years after by the arbitrary measures of 
General Jackson, who was the fourth Presi­ 
dent after Jefferson, under the same political 
banner. 
The Whig party survived a life of 
over a quarter of a century—its lukewarm­ 
ness on the slavery question, and opposition 
to the Mexican war, and supporting of the 
National Bank, combined with the tariff 
question 
was too 
much 
for 
the 
gal­ 
lant 
old party. 
The greatest national 
issue of those days was the tariff question 
—the manufacturing sections favored a high 


protective tariff, while the Southern, Middle 
and Western States opposed a tariff. 
It was 
during those days of exciting debate over the 
tariffs imposed by Congress, that the doctrine 
of nullification was raised. 
This was, per­ 
haps, the first visible outcroppings of State 
sovereignty, as is to-day understood, the most 
talented vindicator of which was Hayne, 
United States Senator from South Carolina ; 
while Daniel Webster, of Massachusetts, the 
most effective orator of his day, was the 
champion of constitutional supremacy. But, 
happily for the country, the President, An­ 
drew Jackson, issued his famous proclama­ 
tion, denying the right of any State to nullify 
the Acts of Congress. 
It was under the ad­ 
ministration of this great iron-willed man 
that the A ct of Congress to re-charter the 
United States Bank was vetoed, and it was 
under him that France was made to pay an 
honest debt she owed this country, or fight, 
and that Portugal was served in the same 
manner. 


THE LATE REBELLION. 
Dropping all further retrospect of that pe­ 
riod, we come immediately to the causes of 
the civil war in the United States. 
The first 
cause of that unholy struggle was slavery. 
That was the fuel on which the agitation fed. 
Political parties divided on constitutional 
doetriual points, and many and varied were 
the constructions put upon that instrument 
by the people of the North and South. 
The 
great question at issfle was the relation be­ 
tween t e States and the General Govern­ 
ment. 
Whether a State could go so far, un­ 
der certain circumstances, as to withdraw 
from the federal con,pact, or whether the 
Union was indissoluble, and that the sover­ 
eignty of the nation is lodged in the Central 
Government and States are tab irndinate, 
and the allegiance of the citizen is first due to 
the Government of the United States and 
then to the State. 
The direct opposite of tiie 
latter was held by the Southern people, and 
the fear of aggressions from the General Gov­ 
ernment in the hands of a political party dia­ 
metrically opposed to slavery sufficed as a 
pretext and prompted the Southron to strike 
for disinthraifinent from an alliance iu which 
his peculiar institutions could not repose in 
safety, and plant his domestic affairs on a 
surer and stronger ba.-is. 
The blow for sepa­ 
ration was struck, and ruin, death and defeat 
were the fearful consequences ar,d the first 
fruits of the fatal blunder. 
I am not here to 
a; ologize for any wrong. 
Slavery was not 
only wrong, but a rotten and festering cur-a 
to the Republic, and a standing menace to 
free institutions from beginning to .end, from 
circumference to center, first, last, and all the 
time ; and while we may draw a vail across 
the face of memory with a sigh for a brother 
sacrificed to the cause of universal freedom in 
America, let us cease to rage over the de­ 
plorable consequences aud burning shauie, 
and rejoice that all are now fret in this glori­ 
ous country. 


OUR COUNTRY IN ITS GREATNESS AND GLORY. 
W e have live h.-ues now before us. 
With 
a Republic comprising in extent nearly 4,000,­ 
000 square miles, with every opportunity for 
“'life, iiberty and the pursuit of happiness” 
at our commaud, and two able statesmen, 
tried and true, from which to make our choice 
for President, indeed the surroundings are 
the indication of the approach of an era ■ if 
good feeling ami further strides forward in all 
things tending to man’s welfare. It is always 
best to guard against any and everything that 
is liable to work mischief to the people. 
To 
this end we sir uld encourage, by every avail­ 
able means at our command, the abrogation 
of our present treaty with China, to such a 
degree, at least, as shall successfully put a stop 
to further immigration from that country to 
the Pacific States. 
This proposition requires 
no argument to support it, for, in point of 
importance and fact, it is apparent to every 
intelligent mind on the coast. 
This done, 
and our people keeping an eye single to the 
intellectual advancement of the young, a 
future is before us full of hope. 
W e come now to dwell for a moment upon 
our own great and glorious State of California. 
Soon after the discovery of gold in California 
by John A. Sutter, who has but lately passed 
to his last resting-place, emigration from the 
Eastern, Western and Southwestern States 
commenced at a rapid rate to fl >w into the 
“ new El Dorado.” But the journey across 
the plains intervening between the Sierra 
Nevada rat.ge and the Missouri river was one 
accompanied wfith great difficulties, hard­ 
ships and danger. 
But on flowed the tide of 
incoming pioneers, and westward the great 
star of empire began to loom up iu brightness 
and glory. 
For several years all enterprise 
wa3 directed to mining pursuits; gold was 
the watchword; thousands soon amassed 
great fortunes and returned to the Atlantic 
States to 
ENJOY THEIB WEALTH. 
, 
But in a few years men coming to «California 
began to bring their wives and children with 
them, and a new order of things is soon in­ 
augurated ; the plow is started audcultivatl n 
of the S'41 begins—the thing necessary for the 
grow th and prosperity of a Stute. 
The State 
starts; a new life is vi.-ible oil ever hand. 
Tiie necessities of life called for a more rapid 
transit across the plains. 
Ben. II flladay 
comes to the front, the spirited six-hoise team 
is harnessed and the celebrated Concord stage 
coach is put in motion, and in the marvelous 
time of seventeen days Horace Greeley makes 
the trip across the plains “ on time.” The 
great city of San Francisco bad reached a 
population of something near 40,000, Sacra­ 
mento had received a stupendous start, and 
numerous other towns and villages were flour­ 
ishing and rapidly growing, and agricultural 
pursuits were increasing and growing in im­ 
portance throughout the great valleys and 
rich uplands of the State. 
Additional facili­ 
ties for transportation is wanted, and behold ! 
the steel-rib'oed iron hor.-e with cars attached, 
loaded with precious human freight and 
baggage, is heard to whistle in the center 
ot our great and beautiful capital, and the 
story is told. 
As a State we have grown 
in a few years time to the peerage of such 
States as Missouri, Illinois and Indiana, with 
an annual crop of cereals almost equal to any 
other State in the Union, with a network of 
railroads ali through the State, with one 
grand trunk line across the continent and an­ 
other one now in rapid completion, with a 
city numbering about 300,000 inhabitants, 
nestled around the bosom of which lays, 
loading and unloading, a thousaud vessels 
from all parts of the world. 
Add to this our 
great mining resources, in placer and lode de­ 
posits, and the picture is simply exaltingly 
stupendous. 
And yet our many resources 
and enterprises have scarcely been touched. 
Indeed, Californians may well rejoice, not 
alone over the welfare of the Republic, but 
over their own remarkable and jieantifui 
State and her grand future, which is so rapidly 
foreshadowing itself. 


GOOD ADVICE TO THE YOUNG. 
To the young we have a few words of ex­ 
hortation, add then we will have done with 
our labors o n .this occasion. 
In a few years, 
young men, many of our ablest statesmen 
will have passed away, to solve the great 
problem of whatever future awaits the soul 
of man, and upon you will devolve the task 
of guiding the destiny of the Republic, and 
of administering the affairs of the Nation 
and State. 
And the thing most important 
for you is to fit yourself for the task that is so 
soon to fall to your lot to j erf'urn. 
You will 
best attain this end through three grand fun­ 
damental channels. 


WHAT TO DO. 
First—Cultivate honor ; remember that 
without honor,whatever your other qualifica­ 
tions may be, you will be deprived of many 
cherishable pleasures, besides being a danger­ 
ous and despised factor in the society of hon­ 
orable men. 
Second—Acquire, by all means, 
a disposition to work; remember that la­ 
bor is honorable and worthy of the highest 
commendation, and that indolence is despisa- 
ble and jiernicious in its effects. 
Abraham 
Lincoln was once a “ rail mauler,” afterwards 
he became an eminent lawyer, and finally 
President of the United States, and died uni- 
veisully beloved and 
esteemed. 
Third— 
Grapple hold of educational pursuits, for 
education is the ark of safety to freedom 
aud free institutions, and without it you can 
never hope to attain to any great eminence, 
and will he deprived of a great deal of rich 
fruit growing out of human refinement. 
Study well the history of your own country, 
that you may the better become acquainted 
with the measures that will redound to the 
Rafety and advancement of the Republic, and 
the institutions that are sacred to all. 
Cher­ 
ish the memories of your country’s illustrious 
fatherhood—not alone from a sense of grati­ 
tude, but that enthusiasm in patriotism may 
never die. 
Sift from the drift-wood of politi­ 
cal issues the best timber for the old ship of 
State, and stick to it with unyielding tenac­ 
ity, “ as the shipwrecked mariner cleaves 
unto the last plank when night and tempest 
surround him.”

CONCLUSION—NEW FIELDS FOR TROGRESS. 
W e have but briefly surveyed the field on 
which has been enacted events unparalleled 
in the annals of history, and will conclude by 
saying that all the vital elements of progres­ 
sive might are found in tlio Anglo-American 
race, whose avenues for operation are inex­ 
haustible. 
That the same spirited devotion 
to freedom and progression that has charac­ 
terized our people in the past one hundred 
years will still characterize them fcr the next 
one hundred years, and the magnitude and 


importance of which cannot be overesti­ 
mated. 
Opposite to San Francisco, on the 
coast of the mighty Pacific, lie the wealthy 
but decrepit empires of China and Japan. 
Numerous groups of islets stud the larger part 
of the intervening sea, and form for the rest­ 
less spirit of the pioneer suitable stepping- 
stones for the convenience of progress and 
ambition. 
Perhaps the wise men of our Re­ 
public have bad this end in view, as a result 
working out of our commercial relations be­ 
tween these benighted regions and the Gov­ 
ernment of the United State3. 
It appears 
inevitable that every obstacle must fall be­ 
fore the avalanche of freedom aud the great 
work of human progression ; and it is right, 
because it is productive of good results— 
the elevation of mankind to a higher order of 
existence.

ODD FISH. 


Captain Leigh, in his voyage to Guiana, 
reeouuts : 
“ We saw a white thing float­ 
ing upon the water, which sunk when the 
ship came within fifty or sixty paces of it. 
It resembled a man's head without hair. 
Some said they saw a great many of them, 
aud observed two black eyes aud a mouth 
upon them. 
W e also saw a strange sort of 
fish, about as loug as an ordinary lamprey 
and equally round, with a large fin or crest, 
above a foot high, over its head, and 
stopped in a continued series down to his 
tail. 
It swim s upon one side, so that the 
fin, together with the body, represents a 
large fish of triangular form, and it makes 
its way by shifting from one side to the 
other. But when it catches its prey the fin 
is straight, and appears above the water of 
an ashy color, though the body is as white 
and as round as a tallow candle.” 
Perhaps the tallow candle fish mentioned 
by Captain Leigh is a relation of the one 
noticed in The Colonial, December, 1S79, as 
follows : “ In the waters of Briti.-h North 
America, as we are informed, there is a fish, 
an odd fish, as surprising in its way as the 
' sea serpent and infinitely more useful. 
It 
is a species of smelt, and may be poetically 
described as an aquatic glow-worm. 
W e 
are told it may be literally used in the same 
way as a caudle by simply setting a light 
to the tail, when it will burn w ith a flame 
j as steady as that of tiie ‘ dips ’ which our 
grandfathers used to have to put up w ith 
: before gas was invented. 
It is a small, 
silvery fish, averaging about fourteen inches 
long, is excessively fat, and affords an ex- 
Í cellent and valuable oil, which is so inflam- 
1 mable that the dried carcass will serve as a 
; torch. 
Among the natives the fish is 
known as the oolahan, anti by them, as by 
others who have tasted it, is considered 
\ one of the m ost delicious products of the 
sea, being far more delicate in flavor than 
the herring. 
The fish are caught in wicker 
baskets, and are smoked as much as their 
oily nature will allow .” 
Here are some very odd fish from the 
D anube: 
“ The river Danube has great 
plenty of fish, and one sort, uncommon, 
called the hellsow, a very large fish—some 
of them 20 feet long—which are supposed 
to come out of the Euxine sea. 
They 
taste like a sturgeon, and have a hollow, 
nervous chord down the hack, 
which, 
when dried, they use instead of a whip, 
W hen they fish for them they blow a horn 
or a trumpet, the noise of which brings 
great shoals about their boats. 
There is a 
fish called a gnindel that has six beards, 
two short anil four loug ones.” 
Mr. Fotherby tells us that in the Cas­ 
pian Sea there is a deformed sort of fish 
called the glutton, whóse head seems to be 
within its belly. 
It has a round tail, seven 
or eight feet broad, and as many long, by 
which it can overturn a boat. 
Poisonous fishes are often alluded to in 
ancient works, and it is but due to their 
authors to say that their statem ents have 
been fully confirmed by subsequent inquiry 
into results. 
There is no doubt that con­ 
gers, pike and barbel have been long, and 
still are, recognized in Europe as poisonous 
at certain seasons, ar.d the roe of the Lar- 
bel especially so. 
The symptoms usually 
observed in cases of poisoning of this kind 
are nausea, colic, great beat and itching of 
the skin, quick pulse, giddiness, losa of 
vision, 
cold, 
clammy perspiration, 
and 
finally death under convulsions. 
The ex­ 
act nature of the poison has yet been but 
little ascertained. 
It has been ascribed 
by some to the 
feeding of 
the 
fish 
on poisonous mollusca, by some to the 
disengagement of sulphureted hydrogen, 
and by ethers 
again 
to 
a 
particular 
specific venom not yet discovered by chem­ 
ical analysis. 
W hether the fish possesses 
that poisonous quality at all seasons is not 
sufficiently known ; but it seems that most 
species belonging to the tribe are equally 
noxious, for P. Osbeck, in his “ Voyage to 
China aud the East Indies,” gives the fol­ 
lowing startling account of the Tetraodon 
ocelatus of Liuna-us : “ This fish is one of 
the finest I ever saw, but so poisonous 
that whoever cats of it generally dies iu 
two hours’ time. The Chinese who affirmed 
the. fact, seeing me take the fish into my 
hands, earnestly* desired me to wash my­ 
self, adding that it is forbidden under some 
great penalty to be sold among other fish. ” 
Dr. 
Sm art Eldridge states that the 
salmon is doubtless the most common toxic 
fish of Japan. 
From the spring onward 
this fish is out of season, and if eaten after 
that period of the year occasions such acci­ 
dents as follow the eating of tainted meat. 
In Japan the like dangers follow the eating 
of the kateuo (bonito) aud the maguro. 
The lethrinus nambo can be eaten with 
impunity* until it attains a certain size— 
say a length of five to five and a half 
inches—after which it becomes poisonous. 
Here, then, it would appear that the age of 
the fish has something to do with its injuri­ 
ous qualities. 
Pappenheim gives a list of 
more than forty poisonous species, princi­ 
pally inhabitantsof the torrid zone. Among 
these we find mackerels, perches, herrings 
and sea-pikes.—[All the \ ear Round.

*£ There continues a depressed feeling 
apparent in nearly every departm ent, t h o u g h our 
jobbing merchante m ake no complaints, and seem to 
be well pleased w ith the outlook. 
Of course ull in­ 
terests are hopeful, b id o g their hopes upon the 
output of got>d crops of cereals, fruits, wool, wines, 
etc. The prospective export trade of the port is 
certainly very promising. We hope, however, to see 
some im provem ent in prices of breadstuff* ere long 
in order to make some rem uneration to the grower.” 
Our w heat shippers are in trouble and fear. 
The 
w heat trade of San Francisco is in danger. 
A com­ 
mercial journal says on this su b ject: 
“ W hat will 
San Francisco do to protect her wheat trade ? At 
the present tim e the Central Pacific Kail road is 
* bringing wheat to Port Costa at 50 cents per ton, less 
tlian to Oakland or San Francisco, and a3 there are 
no tolls or wharfage, a large bulk of the interior 
grain wiil go to P o rt Costa, Benicia and Vallejo, 
thereby building up all the interior points, while 
San Francisco has all the facilities a n i should place 
them b-.fore th e shippers at such a rate as not to 
drive the business away. T heH irborCommission have 
intended to give a place for grain on tie bulkhead 
when ready, hut unfortunately it has no connection 
with any railroad, and can only take principally 
w at gra 11 m ay pass by Port Costa, Vallejo and Be­ 
nicia ; when, if some arrangem ent could have been 
made for a receiving-place for the Southern Pacific 
Railroad a t the south end of the city, it would have 
assisted the southern coast counties very m uch; but 
w ith no deep-water depot, we expect to hear of the 
railroad offering inducements to t*t*>re at Monterey 
and export from there. 
The m anagem ent of llie 
w ater front, in being so perem ptory in ordering 
grain to warehouse iu forty-eight hours after dis­ 
charged, or in about tw enty-four hours after the 
Consignee kn w th at it had arrived, has made the 
shippers seek m ore advantageous points.

A nother Steamboat Horror. 
D etroit, July 23d.—A terrible accident 
occurred ntent 10 o’clock last evening, on -the 
Detroit river, Buuie nine tniies below this city. 
The excursion steamer Garland, with 1,200 
Iiersons on board, undeP the auspices of the 
Detroit Molders' Union, while going down 
the liver, coiiided with the steam yacht 
Mamie, coming up, cutting her in two so that 
she almost instantly sank. 
The latter had on 
board 24 persons, consisting mainly of Father 
Bleyenburg, pastor of Trinity (ltoumu Catho­ 
lic) Church cf this city, and a number of 
acolytes—boys officiating in various capacities 
in the service of the church. 
They had been 
on their annual excursion to Monroe, and 
were returning home. 
The night was bright 
with moonlight, and there would seem to have 
been no earthly reason, save that of criminal 
negligence, why the accident should have oc­ 
curred. 
Of those on board the Mamie these 
were drowned : Mrs. Fred. Martin, wife of 
' the engineer ; Miss Lizzie Murphy (house­ 
keeper for Father Eleyenburg), Miss Mary 
Hahn (domestic in the parochial school of 
Trinity Church), and Frank Solan, .John 
Kowe, D. Barry, J. Donovan, W. Cuddy, D. 
Cuddy,

Cosgrove, James Toorney, 
Joseph 
Monahan—all 
altar-boys 
of the 
Church, aged from 11 to 14 years—Thos.

All the parties reached 
this city about 2 o’clock this morning.

interview 
Father Eleyenburg states that just prior to 
the collision most of the boys were in the 
cabin. 
He was sitting with the older mem­ 
bers of the party, and they noticed a steamer 
coming down the river. 
The Garland and the 
Fortune (another steamer) seemed to him not 
very far apait, and coming very rapidly. 
“ I 
do not know,” he 6aid, “ 1 hardly dare assert 
it, yet it seemed to me”—and the Father 
made a significant pause, as though he thought 
they were racing. 
He went ou to say that he 
did not dream of a collision; in fact, he had 
just said to Miss Dussean, who was sitting 
beside him, that it was a picturesque and 
exhilarating sight to see a steamer plow 
through the water such a bright moonlight 
wight, when he saw the Garland suddenly 
oom up larger, and instantly divined with 
^error that a collision was imminent. 
The 
Trlamie whistled soon after and the Garlantl 
¡¡lied, but 
bore down directly on 
the 
iie yacht, crushing it as 
if 
it had 
osan an egg-shell, fairly cutting it in two 
midships. 
A t the moment he had seen the 
-re collision 
was 
unavoidable 
he 
had 
shouted to bis fii.n ls and the children to 
“ Come to the front.” S.-me of them did so. 
Miss D a -? jn followed him. 
A t the same 
time he felt the boat give way beneath him. 
H e caught hold of a rope on the Garland, 
and the yo-,mg lady did the same. Somebody 
onboard the steamer pulled her aboard and' 
he climbed the rope unaided. 
The four boys 
who were saved crawled out of the cabin win­ 
dows of the yacht and threw themselves into 
Hie water, and they wi re picked up by the 
lifeboat of the Garland, which was immedi­ 
ately lowered; but some who might have 
Leen saved were, lie fears, drowned by the 
i -ell or run down by the Fortune, which 
lowed along very soon after. 
Thie was not 
he fault of the Fr rtune. as they seemed to 
appose the Garland people, who hailed them 
. alarm and anxiety, were cheering them, 
hbe father did not know how the accident 
could have occurred at ali. 
It was such a 
brilliant moonlight that the smallest object 
could be discerned at a great distance.

Resolved, That while our constituents had no part 
in the nomination of the electoral ticket headed hy 
Hon. Abraham S. Hewitt, wo recognize that in vot­ 
ing for that ticket we will vote fur our national can­ 
didates, whose success would be jeopardized by re­ 
taining two electoral tickets in the State, and wc 
therefore accept the resignations of the gentlemen 
nominated as Electors by the Shakespeare Hall Con­ 
vention, and determine that the union and. harmony 
of the party will be best served by omitting to fill 
their vacancies.

Chicago, July 23(1. — The Inter-Ocean's 
Washington special gives the complete story 
of the attempt in Texas to forcibly prevent a 
Republican official from making a speech at 
a Republican meeting, prior to which it ap­ 
pears that United States Attorney Burn-i. af­ 
ter investigating the case, declared that if the 
National Government cannot protect the 
rights of freedom of speech there will soon be 
no such right tolerated at the South.

He made no assault on the 
Democratic leaders, gave the colored people 
good advice not to elect Democrats, as they 
were in a majority in the county, to watch 
their tickets and take them from known Re­ 
publicans.

B oston, July 23d.—Genera! Garfield has 
responded to the invitati n from the Exec­ 
utive Committee of the New England Fair 
Association, t“ attend its meeting in Septem­ 
ber next, that he will do so if possible.

He was exam­ 
ined at some length as to his interpretation of 
the rules on the . abject of whistles. 
His 
ideas seemed to be clearer than those of the 
captains oí the Stoniugtou line. 
He gave it 
as his opinion that it was more difficult to 
hear whistles on the Stonington line than 
on any other in 
the 
Sound. 
He had 
experienced 
more 
difficulty 
in 
passing 
the Stonington 
boats ill a fog, 
because 
they did not blow their whistles as often as 
other boats. 
He knew of one instance in 
which the Narragansett anil Stonington had 
mistaken each others signals. 
He was in the 
employ of the Stonington line as pilot for 
three years, and during that time was the 
only pilot on board. 
He did not believe that 
the Stonington a n i Narragansett could have 
got within two minutes of each other on the 
night of the collision without hearing each 
other’s whistles, provided the whistles were 
properly blown. 
They ought to have heard 
the whistles from five to six minutes off. 
Daniel D. Rodman, a passenger on the 
Stonington, testified that he saw one of the 
boats lowered, and noticed her pulling around 
the stern of the Stonington, and asked those 
on board why they did not rescue the passen­ 
gers from the Narragansett, who could then 
be seen in the water. A reply was made that 
the plug was out of the boat, and she would 
founder before she could reach the Narragan­ 
sett. 
Adjourned until Tuesday. 
A dvance la Kailroad Shares. 
New York, July 23d.—In the Stock Board 
to-day Central Pacific and Denver and Rio 
Grande advanced sharply.

W a s h in g t o n , July 231.—This afternoon 
dispatches were received at the Navy Depart­ 
ment from Admiral Wyman at Port Royal, 
South Carolina, giving the results of his in­ 
vestigation of tile alleged indignities offered 
to the American flag in Cuban waters by the 
Spanish corvette Canto. The dispatches were 
referred to the State Department, and the 
orders telegraphed to Admiral Wyman to 
proceed from Port Royal at once with the 
Tennessee to Havana were countermanded 
this evening by telegraph. 
Admiral Wyman 
states that at Santiago de Cuba he was as­ 
sured by the Spanish Governor that his Gov­ 
ernment unequivocally disavowed any inten­ 
tional insult or indignity, or the commission 
of any act at variance with the usages of all 
civilized powers. 
The Spanish authorities 
claimed that the vessels fired upon were not 
only within six miles of shore, but actually 
within three miles—the limit of jurisdiction 
claimed by the Governments of all maritime 
nations. Admiral Wyman further states that 
the Spanish authorities offered abundant evi­ 
dence in support of this assertion, and that 
in his opinion there was nothing in the case 
to warrant any further inquiry on the part of 
the Government.

D enver (Col.), July 23d.—Charles Norton 
shot policeman O’Neil at Kokoma this after­ 
noon.
